OTTAWA (CP) — The 
trade surplus' in goods hit 
$1,112 billion in the first three 
months of 197H, nearly double 
that of the same period a year 
ago. Statistics Canada re 
ported Friday. 

The substantial improve 
ment t ame as a record $4.361 
billion worth of goods was 
sold in March on a balance 
«>f payments basis, running 
up a surplus for the month of 
$810 million. 

In the first three months of 
1977, the trade surplus was 
$796 million. In the final quar¬ 
ter it was $1.154 billion. 

The merchandise surplus 
for the full year in 1977 was 
$2.9 billion, just short of the 
record $3.1 billion run up 
in 1970. But a continuing high 
deficit on trade in services, 
including travel charges, in¬ 
terest and dividend payments 
and shipping charges paid to 
foreigners, led to an over all 
shortfall in 1977 of $4.2 billion. 

That deficit has been cited 
as a major contributing fac¬ 
tor to the recent decline in 
value of the dollar 

The dollar devaluation, 
however, has helped sale of 
Canadian-produced goods b> 
making exports more attrac¬ 
tive to foreigners and import¬ 
ed products less popular 

In March, with the weaker 
Canadian dollar coming 
under strong downward 
pressure, exports rose by 1.5 
per cent. And there was a 
substantial 13-per-cent fall in 
the total value of imports to 
$3,521 billion. 

The March trade figures 
show that although over-all 
exports rose, there was a dc 
< line in sales to the U.S. of 
about 2.8 per cent. But im¬ 
ports ftom the U.S. fell faster 
by about nine per cent 
About two-thirds of Can¬ 
ada's export and import, 
trade is with the U.S.

Former transport and communications minister 
Jack Davis was charged Friday with fraud and theft 
over $200. 

He is the first member of the B.C. Legislature to 
face criminal charges since former minister of forests 
Robert Sommers was charged in 1958 with accepting 
bribes. Sommers was found guilty and jailed for five 
years. 

The charges against Davis carry a maximum 
penalty of 10 years in prison. 

They are based on a juggling of first-class 
airline tickets issued to him for trips to Ottawa and 
other cities in eastern Canada. Davis has admitted 
converting the first-class tickets to economy class and 
using the difference to pay what he fell was a 
legitimate shortcoming in his expense account, 

Davis said he intends to fight the charges through 
the courts until his innocence is established. 

"I'm glad the charges have been laid,” Davis said. 
"I can now clear my name through the courts without 
the fear of being accused of accepting favors."

Such extensive advice was 
sought so as to ensure that 
the responsibility of the 
ministry in this matter 
may be discharged with all 
possible care, after full 
and complete examina¬ 
tion.

UNWANTED QUANG 
GETS NEW PERMIT 


MONTREAL (CP) — Dang Van Quang. a former Viet¬ 
namese general who has been ordered deported from Can 
ada. has apparently had his work permit renewed, an im¬ 
migration spokesman indicated. The permit was to have 
expired Friday. 

Employment and Immigration Minister Bud Cullen said 
in the Commons Thursday that Quang. who has been 
working as a dishwasher in a Montreal restaurant, was 
first given a permit because it seems “more appropriate 
that he should be working and not living off welfare.” 

Canada has been unable to carry out the deportation 
order because it has not found a country willing to ac 
cept Quang. 
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OTTAWA (CP) - RCMP 
discipline would be modern¬ 
ized and opened to outside 
scrutiny by a bill introduced 
in the Commons Friday by 
Solicitor-General Jean-Jac 
ques Blais. 

The bill to amend the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Ac t 
also would create a three 
man external review com 
mittee to handle public griev 
ances about treatment bv the 
RCMP. 

The committee would 
make recommendations to 
the RCMP commissioner on 
some grievances, serious dis¬ 
cipline cases and orders for 
demotion and discharge, al 
though the comm^ioner 
would retain the^fht to 
make the final decision in any 
case. 

The bill Incorporates the 
major recommendations of 
the 1976 Marin inquiry into 
RCMP discipline and han¬ 
dling of public complaints, 
which said the system of al¬ 
lowing the force to investi 
gate public complaints 
against itself created an air 
of suspicion. 

The government has given 
no indication w hether this is a 
priority piece of legislation 
which it would want passed 
before calling a general elec 
tlon 

The proposed amendments 


answer many of the Marin 
commission's criticisms of 
the force’s outdated para 
military system of discipline, 
under which a member of the 
force tan be imprisoned for 


up to a year for committing a 
major service offence. 

The new bill accepts the 
concept “that discipline 
should be remedial or correc¬ 
tive in nature rather than pu 


nitive,” Blais said in a press 
release Friday. 

The list of major service 
offences contained in the ex¬ 
isting act would be revoked 
and replaced by more mod 


ern standards of conduct. An 
RCMP member would no 
longer be subject to imprison¬ 
ment on the orders of the 
commissioner.

Mine rescuers use bare hands 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Justice J. A, Mac¬ 
donald ruled Friday that electrical power 
which native Indiana living on reservations 
buy from B.C. Hydro is subject to provincial 
sales tax. 

Macdonald said that electricity Is person 
al property but it is not the type of personal 
property for w'hieh the federal Indian Act 
gives reserve Indians exemption from prop¬ 
erty taxation. . „ 

Lillian Brown, a Haida elder from Skide 
gate, in the (Jueen Charlotte Islands, had 
launched a B.C. Supreme Court action 
on her own behalf and behalf of all other 
B.C Indians who buy Hydro power and are 
charged provincial sales tax on it, asking 
that all taxes be returned. 

Lawyers for the Indians claimed that the 
electricity became the personal proper¬ 
ty of the Indians from the moment it came 
through the wires into their homes. 


They also claimed exemption from tax 
under section 87 of the Indian Act which says 
. the following property Is exempt from 
taxation, namely: . . . personal property of 
an Indian or a band situated on a reserve." 

Macdonald said although the Indian Act is- 
a paternalistic statute making many spe¬ 
cial provisions for Indians “it is clear that 
Parliament has not gone so far as to say that 
an Indian residing on a reserve is not subject 
to any tax or duty.” 

“If he-imports goods without paying cus 
toms duties and takes them to his home 
he is liable for those duties,” he said. "If, in 
British Columbia, he leaves the reserve 
and purchases tangible personal property, 
he will be liable for tax under t(je Social 
Services Tax Act on the same basis as any 
other purchaser. 

“Electricity is intangible. It is not proper 
ty capable of being subject of a success¬ 
ion".

BOULDER, Colo, (AP) - 
The largest solar flare in 
more that) four years oc¬ 
curred Friday morning, dis¬ 
rupting high frequency radio 
communications In sunlit 
areas of Earth for more than 
threefhours. the' National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration reported. 

The agency said the flare, 
which began at 5:08 a m. PST 
in the northeastern quadrant 
of the sun, reached a peak at 
6:35 a m. 

The agency said the flare 
would produce a weak mag 
netic storm because of Its 
location on the sun. That 
storm was expected to begin 
Sunday evening and last 
about 36 hours. 

A magnetic storm is a 
rapid variation In the direc¬ 
tion and strength of the 
earth's magnetic field, said 
Patrick McIntosh, a solar as¬ 
tronomer for the agency. He 
added that the most visible 
effect would be aurora bore¬ 
alis. "the northern lights 
Caused by the high energy- 
particles ionizing the upper 
atmosphere, causing it to 
glow like a neon sign.” 

Aurora borealis should be 
visible as far south as Seattle. 
Minneapolis and Boston, said 
Gary Heckman, head of the 
agency's forecast centre.

A major change, would 
allow members to be repre 
sented by lawyers at internal 
disciplinary hearings.

The new bill would 4 allow 
members of the public to 
complain to the review com¬ 
mittee. although it specifies 
that whenever possible, in¬ 
formal steps should be taken 


to try to resolve the com¬ 
plaint. 

If a member of the public 
did not get satisfaction from 
the committee, he could ap 
peal to the federal ombuds¬ 
man. to be created under an 
other bill introduced earlier 
this month 

Blais said its introduction 
at this time had nothing to do 
with recent disclosures about 
illegal acts committed by 
RCMP investigators. 

Nova Scotia Conservative 
Klmer MacKay and New 
Democrat Stuart Leggalt 
(New Westminster) both wel¬ 
comed the bill as an im¬ 
provement, but said certain 
aspects of it did not go far 
enough. 

MacKay said there should 
be some mechanism to allow 
Mounties to appeal discipline 
to a federal court. He said 
nothing would change if the 
external review committee's 
recommendations were not 
binding on the RCMP com 
missioner.

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JOHANNESBURG (UPI) 
— Rescue workers used their 
bare hands Friday in a de- 
sparate attempt to save six 
black miners trapped a mile 
underground without food or 
water since Wednesday by a 
rockslide in a goldmine. 

Twelve other miners who 
were trapped In the Buffels- 
fontein.mlne were rescued 
earlier yi the day, mine offi¬ 
cials said. 

At least It miners — five 
whites and nine blacks — 
were killed in the series of 
rockfalls that struck the 
mine, 90 miles southwesl of 


Johannesburg, Wednesday 
following an earthquake that 
- registered 1.6 on the open-end 
Richter scale. 

Rescuers Friday reached a 
pocket of 13 trapped miners 
after more than 18 hours of 
burrowing 6,500 feet Into the 
ground. Of the IS brought to 
the surface, one was dead 
and 12 were Injured, seven 
seriously. 

John Wild, a rescue team 
leader, said a major problem 
was the collapsing of rock 


behind the teams which had 
to be cleared. "There Is some 
hope to gel to them.” he said. 
"We will never give up. 

Working conditions In the 
mine were "very dangerous" 
he said. 

Rescue teams, digging with 
their bare hands, worked 
around the clock to clear a 
blocked access tunnel in a 
small area where only one 
man at a time is able to work. 

A mine spokesman said the 


teams were between a boat 36 
and 50 feet from the trapped 
men. 

One rescue worker, Willie 
Pretorius, crawled through a 
narrow alrpipe protruding 
into the blocked passage 
where the six miners were 
trapped. He said he could 
shout to the men and they 
talked with him but he could 
not reach them because the 
pipe was buckled by tons of 
rock.

The attorney-general noted 
that all of the police break-ins 
in B.C. took place between 
1972 and 1976. "There haven't 
been any break ins since 
1976," he said. "The rules 
changed then and if they 
hadn't they would certainly 
be changed now.” 

Asked if there was a politi¬ 
cal connotation to his state¬ 
ment (the NDP was in power 
(rom 1972 to December 1975) 
Gardom said "definitely not. 
Definitely not. I'm just point¬ 
ing out the dates." 

Interviewed later, Vogel 
said he had not been misquol 
ed in the original story but 
that possibly his remarks 
were being misunderstood. 

"What I am saying is that 
up till 1976 there were a num 
her of illegal break-ins by the 
police," Vogel said. "We can¬ 
not tolerate that and we have 
not tolerated that. 

“But maybe the law which 
is so restrictive to the police 
is bad If It is bad law, then 
the politicians and the com¬ 
munity at large should 
change the law That is a 
policy decision which must be 
made. 

"And until the law is 
changed, even if it Is bad law. 
it is the law and must be 
observed. And I can assure 
you that it will be upheld by 
this ministry and by the po¬ 
lice."

NASSAU. Bahafnas (AP) 
— Fire engulfed a block of 
shops and apartments here 
Friday, causing i'.i million-14 
million in damage. Two poli¬ 
cemen suffered minor in¬ 
juries in the blaze, which 
broke out in a furniture store 
on the city’s main thorough 
fare. Bay Street 

In that shop alone. 1250.000 
worth of merchandise was 
destroyed. Officials valued 
the building at $500,000 

Low water pressure and 4(k 
kilometre an hour winds 
hampered firefighters as 
they tried unsuccessfully to 
Nave 13 other buildings that 
were destroyed. Several 
more sustained smoke and 
water damage 

Officials said the island's 
fire crew was spread thin, 
fighting a fire in another part 
of the island when the alarm 
came in Witnesses said it 
took 45 minutes for fire units 
to arrive 

Hundreds of residents were 
evacuated from four apart 
ment houses and living quar 
ters located behind shops 
Residents lined up in bucket 
brigades, dipping into open 
wells for water to douse near 
by homes as nine fire units 
battled the heart of the blaze 

Fire officials called it one 
of the three worst blazes of 
the century in the city. In 1929 
the British Colonials Hotel 
burned down, and in 1942 fire 
destroyed the western end of 
Ray Street 

\l one time, sparks were 
blown over .8 kilometre to the 
Miuth. setting the education 
ministry building ablaze 


New try 
to govern 
Lebanon 

BEIRUT (AP) - Moslem 
Premier Salim el Hoss ac¬ 
cepted the task Frida.v of 
forming a new Lebanese gov¬ 
ernment to end the country's 
factional bloodshed.

Kabul Radio said thd’presi 
dent's brother and closest ad 
viser, former foreign minis¬ 
ter Mohammad Naim, was 
also killed 

The radio gave no details 
about where the president 
made his last stand against 
the rebels, who appear to be 
led by air force chief Col. 
Abdul Khadir. 

The new military revolu¬ 


tionary council announced 
the abolition of the constitu¬ 
tion only recently introduced 
by Daoud. and said the coun¬ 
try would be ruled by mili¬ 
tary decree. 

The question occupying 
diplomats here was the 
amount of time it would take 
for the new regime to estab¬ 
lish itself. 

"Prolonged fighting could 
lead to some big international 
problems," one diplomat 
said. 


Rhodesia sacks 
black minister 

SALISBURY (AP) — Rhodesia's ruling executive 
council Friday sacked the black co-minister of law and 
order, Byron Hove, for refusing to retract statements 
about increasing black participation in the police and 
judiciary. 

The current chairman of the four-man council, 
Chief Jeremiah Chirau. said the council asked Hove to 
retract his statements three limes and three times he 
refused. 

Hove, a 38-year-old lawyer who returned from 12 
years of self-exile in London to join the interim 
government two weeks ago. stirred a storm among 
Rhodesian whites in his first week in office.

Silence sounds 
hope for Moro 

ROME (AP) — Five days of silence nn ihe fate of 
kidnapped former premier Aldo Moro encouraged hopes 
among Kalian officials and police Friday that the Red 
Brigades may have spared the politician's life. 

Observers said the kidnapping has focused such world 
wide attention on the Red Brigades and their goal to 
overthrow the government that the urban guerrillas may 
want to exploit Moro's captivity and keep him alive as a 
bargaining chip for further propaganda purposes. 

The terrorists may also want to keep tensions high in 
Italy as the country moves toward the May 14 municipal and 
provincial elections. 

The elections are widely seen as a major test of voter 
reaction to Italy's escalating terrorism. The Red Brigades 
have said that any shift toward a right-wing regime would 
suit them, contending it would help them gain more sup¬ 
porters for a violent Marxist revolution. 

In recent days, the Socialists have been trying to soften 
Premier Giulio Andreotti's position about not negotiating 
with Moro's kidnappers. This prompted charges (hal Ihe 
country's third largest party is using Ihe Morn case as an 
issue in the election campaign 

Since Italy's most feared terrorist group grabbed Moro 
and killed his five bodyguards March 16. the Red Brigades 
have released eight communiques thought to be authentic bv 
interior ministry experts. 

The last statement was issued Monday when the Red 
Brigades threatened to kill Moro unless 13 leftist prisoners 
were released from jail But the Christian Democrat gov 
ernment immediately rejected Ihe demand and held (asl to 
its refusal to negotiate with the kidnappers 
Since then, no more authentic communiques have been 
received, although anonymous hoax calls continue to pour in 
In police Acting on tips, police combed vast areas of the port 
cities of Genoa to the north and Taranto to the south Friday 
in a vain search for Moro's kidnappers 
Rome police said they seized Red Brigades papers and 
documents during a search of a student's apartment in 
Pgrioli. one of Rome's most exclusive residential areas.

Western help 
for more war 

NORTH AMERICAN OBSERVERS of the cur¬ 
rent African scene should not be surprised to 
learn that the Soviet Union and Cuba have issued 
a joint communique pledging their continued 
military involvement in that war-torn continent. 

Apparently such blatant public notice of 
intent to keep Africa bleeding by the two aggres¬ 
sive Communist nations offends few people on 
this side of the Atlantic. 

Indeed, on the contrary, the Russo-Cuban 
intervention in Africa has received considerable 
encouragement from both Washington and Otta¬ 
wa. American ambassador to the U.N. Andrew 
Young has, for instance, praised Cuba's armed 
intervention in Angola for having a fine stabiliz¬ 
ing influence there, while back in Ottawa only 
last week, Prime Minister Trudeau confirmed to 
the world that Canadian financial aid — to the 
tune of who knows how many millions of dollars 
— will continue its uninterrupted flow into Dr. 
Castro’s coffers. 

The wording of the Moscow-Havana commu¬ 
nique is interesting and may offer even more 
appeal to the Youngs and Trudeaus in our midst. 
In referring to Communist involvement in the 
Horn of Africa it condemns “attempts by inter¬ 
national reaction to hold back ... the process of 
normalization of relations and to preserve the 
seat of tension in the region." 

This apparently means that any outside 
power who feels any sympathy at all for the 
Somalis (who number less than 3.000,000) in 
their confrontation with Russian-armed Marxist 
Ethiopia (population. 30,000,000-plus) and the 
17,000 Cuban mercenaries who now lead its army 
will be branded as warmongers. 

The communique also mentions that Cuba 
and Russia will give full support to the terrorists 
in Southern Africa, and that the Eastern Europe¬ 
an Communist nations will boost economic aid to 
Cuba as a reward for its increasing involvement 
in Africa.

LONDON — in the next few 
weeks, engineers will com¬ 
plete adjustments to a 2.000- 
ton excavator, the biggest in 
the world, and work will start 
on a project that rivals the 
Aswan Dam in its objectives. 

The plan is to build a 350-ki¬ 
lometre (220-mile) Irrigation 
canal — more than twice the 
length of Suez — in southern 
Sudan to divert the waters of 
the White Nile. 

It is being hailed as an engi¬ 
neering advance that will en¬ 
rich the lives of millions — 
and is being condemned as an 
adventure that could alter the 
climate, ruinously extend the 
Sahara desert and dry up the 
wells of northern Sudan. 

The Jonglei canal will 
carry about a quarter of the 
White Nile's annual flow. In¬ 
stead of escaping into the 
Sudd, the huge papyrus 
swamps in which half the 
White Nile’s water is lost by 
evaporation, it will be avail¬ 
able for parched fields In the 
Sudan and Egypt. 

Both countries are grie- 
viously short of water. Sudan 
has irrgation projects, either 
under way or on the drawing 
board, that require twice the 
amount of Nile water used in 
1959 — and that is in addition 
to existing needs. Egypt has 
an exploding population and 
has already found that the 
Aswan Dam cannot provide 
.all the water it must have. 

But major water projects 
have a bad habit of producing 
unexpected side-effects. The 
Aswan Dam. for example, 
damaged fisheries in the

eastern Mediterranean. 
Some environmentalists say 
similar problems will be 
caused by the Jonglei. 

"Tampering with a wet¬ 
land ecosystem such as the 
Sudd inevitably will trigger 
major environmental 
changes." said critics in a 
recent study published by the 
Environment Liaison Centre.

with their animals." 

Professor Richard Odlngo 
of Nairobi University says 
"Here is a canal being built In 
an area that could easily be 
Africa's next desert. 

The Sudan government an¬ 
swers most of these allega¬ 
tions by pointing to careful 
studies of the canal s Impact, 

No reputable climatolo¬ 
gists are said to support the 
more extreme warnings of 
disaster. The northern wells, 
it is said, are not fed by the 
Sudd. As for Dinka and other 


Nile tribes, the government 
concedes they will experi¬ 
ence change, but that the de¬ 
velopments will assist them 
to retain some individual cul¬ 
ture. In particular, it says, 
their cattle economy will be 
greatly strengthened by the 
new water. 

The Jonglei canal has a 
complicated political back¬ 
ground. Sudan Is divided be¬ 
tween a primarily Arab north 
and an African south. The 
17-year long civil war be¬ 
tween 1955 and 1972 was 
fuelled by a belief that the 
northerners were set on dom¬ 
ination over the southerners 

Some Sudanese say one 
barrier to better relations be¬ 
tween the two Sudans is the 
Sudd swamp itself. A naviga¬ 
ble Jonglei canal will pro¬ 
mote communication. “The 
canal is communication." 
says Abdullahi Ibrahim, head 
of the Jonglei Commission, a 
Sudanese agency responsible 
to President Numeiry. 

How the canal project is 
handled may be as important 
as its eventual environmental 
side-effects. Four years ago 
there were bloody riots when 
people feared that a million 
Egyptian peasants were to be 
settled in the Sudd area. 

The African southerners 
now know that fear was base¬ 
less, but they have still to 
show whether they see the 
canal project as an exercise 
in northern dominance or as 
their due share of develop¬ 
ment.

OTTAWA - It has to be a 
sign of weakness that the 
"me too” Conservatives, in 
responding to a Liberal 
move, just don’t seem to be 
able to find it in their hearts 
to be as positive. 

Knowing a good issue when 
they see It. the Conservatives 
knew the Liberals had some¬ 
thing in their "get tough with 
the public service” position. 

But they couldn't bring 
themselves to the point of 
unabashed public service 
bashing In their uncertain at¬ 
tempt to "me too" the Liber¬ 
als. 

In fact, after staking their 
position on the public service 
— between the disastrous 
“give-them-what-they-want" 
position of the last 10 years 
and the "hit-'em-where-it- 
hurts" new policy of the Lib¬ 
erals — the Conservatives 
appeared to panic. 

Seeming to suffer pangs of 
guilt, they,rushed to the de¬ 
fence of th* public service, 
even defending the Post Of¬ 
fice and its trouble-making 
postal unions.

Bikini Island, in the South Pacific, is no longer what it 
once was. It is what it will continue to be for who knows 
how many years. Uninhabitable. 

More than 20 years after the island was used by the 
United States as a nuclear lest site, potentially dangerous 
levels of strontium 90 and plutonium still radiate from its 
shores, still scale their way up its food chain, still slither 
ihrough its water supply and — worse — still walk upright 
beneath its recently replanted coconut palms. Nine years 
ago. the United States began resettling the island's 
natives; now, using new detection techniques not avail¬ 
able in the late 1960s. the U.S. Department of Energy has 
found dangerous levels of radioactive material in their 
body tissue. They will be settled elsewhere, again. 

"There's no doubt that, in hindsight, we made a real 
mistake in telling the people they could go back," said 
one U.S. official. 

And so. as the sun sinks sadly in the West, we wave 
farewell to this once pleasant atoll, this tropical purgato¬ 
ry; and as our ship, spaceship Earth, bears us pre¬ 
cariously toward safer shores, we can still see Bikini 
Island radiating a faint glow In the jet darkness on the 
horizon, radiating not a halo but a shroud. 

"We thought that we owned the whole world then," 
recalls a'fellow passenger, a U.S. official who was 
involved in the Bikini Island tests from the outset. "We 
were all gung ho, involved In fighting the big Red 
menace."

done on animals with “high 
concentrations" of 2-4D caus¬ 
ing cancer and birth defects, 
but that the amount was far 
greater than that used by 
Hydro.

Deflated dollar exemplifies 
we’re living in fool’s paradise 


In your Issue of April 22 
Edward Carrigan tells us 
(hat the government’s effort 
to prevent the fall of-the Ca¬ 
nadian dollar is the wrong 
strategy. 

Carrigan. who appears as 
an economic pundit from 
time to time in your news¬ 
paper often makes one won¬ 
der where he obtained the 
background for his opinions. 
Like many of his kind he is 
seldom entirely wrong, but 
always in his writing he re¬ 
veals his faith in the Keyn- 
sian myth that spending is 
the keystone of economic 
growth — this in spite of the 
fact that we have had spend¬ 
ing and over-spending for the 
past ten years at least, re¬ 
sulting In disastrous inflation 
and unemployment to a de¬ 
gree unseen since the 1930s. 

When Carrigan criticizes 
the government's effort to 
prop up the dollar we can 
agree. He does not. however, 
suggest that the government 
is desperate because it is al¬ 
most entirely responsible for 
ihe crisis. The foreign bor 


rowings — chiefly from the 
U.S. — of all branches of 
Canadian government have 
been deplorable and on such 
a scale that even a moderate 
lowering of the value of the 
Canadian dollar adds a seri¬ 
ous burden. But we had to 
have our "prosperity” be¬ 
cause we belieVed that it was 
entirely within the power of 
government to create it, a 
myth encouraged by the so¬ 
cialists and. strangely, one 
would think, believed by ar¬ 
dent conservatives who were, 
and probably still are, happy 
to chuck their principles for 
the bandwagon. 

Considering the govern¬ 
ment’s ten year deficit of 
about thirty two billion, its 
vote seeking parochialism, 
its pandering to Quebec and 
the Irrational determination 
of its leader to create a new 
(and largely French) society, 
that even he is unable to visu¬ 
alize clearly, much less ex¬ 
plain, its efforts to bring the 
sick dollar back are indeed 
like trying to repair a severed 
artery with a bootlace. 

Carrigan does nut say so 


but the Canadian dollar is in 
disrepute because we have 
been living in a fool's para¬ 
dise and to prolong this idiot¬ 
ic euphoria by borrowing 
even more would suggest that 
the only sensible people in the 
country are the ones under¬ 
going psychiatric treatment 
behind locked and barred 
doors. 

Carrigan tells us that when 
Harold Wilson in Britain bor¬ 
rowed from the International 
Monetary Fund he was 
forced to impose "savage” 
deflation on the country. This 
is basically rubbish. Mr. Wil¬ 
son was politely told that it 
would be a good idea if his 
friends and supporters, the 
trades unions, would do a bit 
pf honest hard work for a 
change. Carrigan talks of our 
"intractable” problems 
which require "dramatic ac- 
tiop." but we doubt that he is 
thinking in terms of the sug¬ 
gestions made by the IMF to 
Mr. Wilson.

Victoria Aid. Robin Blen

sition members an allowance 

• for constituency work.

^ninority voice, he said 
-would be silenced. 
p Blencoe stressed that city 
•council was no longer a "cozy 
vclub." There were now voices

But council rejected the

supporting Blencoe.

McKenzie said every time 
an alderman wanted to dis 
tribute copies o9 a report, he 
should ask city council's per 
mission.

Most of the aldermen vot¬ 
ing against Blencoe's propos¬ 
al said one-third of the alder 
men’s salaries was las 
esempt because it was to be 
used specifically for ex¬ 
penses incurred in his duties. 

To establish a budget for 
distribution of reports, they 
said, would be tantamount to 
another pay increase. 

Blencoe has produced two 
reports since he was elected 
last year and he wants both 
widely distributed. One deals 
with team policing, the other 
with what he believes the 
city's direction should be in 
the field of recreation. 

Blencoe is chairman of city 
council’s parks and recre 
ation committee.

$2 billion annual B.C. food-tab 


Canadian Pratt 

B.C. consumers spend 
about $2 billion annually on 
food, are buying hamburger 
more and more, complain 
about high prices, but for the 
most part can’t be bothered 
to seek out bargains 
These are some of the find¬ 
ings that have emerged from 
an intensive consumer sur¬ 
vey of 10,000 households 
ihroughout the province car 
ried out by the Legislature's 
select standing committee on 
agriculture. 


From the full report, which 
has yet to be made public, 
will come about 100 mlnl-re 
ports that eventually will 
form a wide-ranging analysis 
of the provincial agricultural 
situation. 

The consumer survey 
found that shoppers are 
angry about food prices— 
especially eggs, milk and 
meat—and blame the middle¬ 
men, not the farm. 

Convenience Is more im¬ 
portant than bargains, the 
survey shows. 


Farmer, fishermen 
tax breaks passed 


Cabinet has approved an order-in-council Implement¬ 
ing the farmer and fishermen sales tax exemptions an¬ 
nounced in the budget speech earlier this month, Finance 
Minister Evan Wolfe said Friday. 

Additional farm items exempted Include: metal silos, 
fence posts, drain tiles, cloches, stainless steel wash 
tanks and auxiliary generating equipment. Wolfe said. 

Fishermen’s survival suits have also been exempted 
from the five-per-cent sales tax, the minister said. 


Parking space and proxim¬ 
ity of the outlet play a greater 
role In the choice of food 
market than prices, and ad¬ 
vertising doesn't appear to 
have much effect in overrid¬ 
ing the convenience factor, 
the results indicate. 

in total, B.C. consumers 
spend about 14 per cent of 
their annual income on gro¬ 
ceries, and an additional four 
per cent on restaurant food. 

Other data being studied by 
the committee show that 
about 30 per cent of the meat 
consumed in B.C. Is in the 
form of hamburger, and the 
percentage is Increasing. 

Len Bawtree (SC—Shus- 
wap), committee chairman, 
said the hamburger con¬ 
sumption in B.C. eventually 
will equal that of the United 
Slates, where 50 per cent of 
the meat eaten is hamburger. 


McDonald's and other fast 
food outlets which currently 
are more widespread in the 
U.S. are largely responsible 
for the high hamburger con¬ 
sumption, he said. 

Bawtree also said that less 
than two per cent of B.C. food 
shopping Is done in the U.S.. 
and even with a more favor¬ 
able exchange rate on the 


Canadian dollar, bargains 
are not all that great when 
gasoline and other costs are 
included. 

He said a second report of 
the committee will give de 
tails on how at least two 
major supermarkets are 
under construction in Blaine. 
Wash., for the sole purpose of 
drawing Canadian shoppers,

OTTAWA (CP) — Wage in

other foreign banks 

The government already 
had a 52 5-bill ion standby 
credit with Canadian banks 
and had borrowed 5750 mil 
lion U.S. through a bond sale 
in New York last month 

The foreign borrowings are 
(o be added to the govern 
ment's international reserves 
to be used, if necessary, to 
prevent a further run against 
Canadian dollar 

The Government of Canada 
bond issue announced Friday 
will consist of three mature 
ties as follows: 

—*Vper-eent bonds due 
June 1.1981: 

—8-per-cent bonds due May 

15, 1983: 

—9U-per-cent bonds due 
Oct. 1, 2001.

NDP leader Ed Broadbent

Chrelien rejected Broad- 
bent's figure as “false.”

Firms get code for apartheid trade 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov 
eminent announced Friday a 
< ode of conduct for Canadian 
businesses operating in South 
Africa but it was immedi 
ately branded toothless by 
some critics. 

The code, announced by the 
external affairs department, 
urges equal pay. improved 
fringe benefits and working 
conditions as well as bargain¬ 
ing rights for blacks em¬ 
ployed by Canadian com 
panics in South Africa. 


These companies have 
been asked to report annually 
on their efforts to meet the 
guides and an external af¬ 
fairs spokesman said he ex¬ 
pects they will The code is 
voluntary 

Spokesmen for Ford of 
Canada and Massey-Fergu 
son. two companies with sub¬ 
sidiaries in South Africa, said 
their firms saw drafts of the 
code before it was released. 
Neither company had any ob¬ 
jections. 

Kxtemal Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson announced 
plans for the code during a 
Commons speech last De¬ 
cember when he outlined eco¬ 
nomic measures the govern¬ 
ment was taking against 
South Africa. 

The Canadian Labor Con¬ 
gress (CLC) and an inter- 
church group said the code 
lacks teeth and should be 
mandatory. 


The code recommends: Improved fringe benefits like 

•Black workers should get medical and pension plans, 
equal work for eqbal pay. disability Insurance, sick 
They should be paid wages at leave and vacations 
least 50 per cent above the 
subsistence level 
•Black employees should 
have normal bargaining 
rights even though South 
African law says black orga¬ 
nizations are not “registered 
trade unions." 

•These workers should get 


moled more quickly to super 
visory jobs. 

•Companies should, “to 
the fullest extent possible." 
integrate their working, din 
mg. recreational, educational 
and training facilities.

Medical bylaws 


MDs facing 
hospital curb 


HOSPITAL TALKS GO PUBLIC 
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Long-awaited bylaw* on 
medical manpower have 
been tabled for further study 
by trustees of Victoria Gener¬ 
al Hospital. 

The bylaws, some three 
years in the making, are 
rules for according privileges 
to doctors for use of the hospi 
lal and its services. Depend 
mg on their qualifications 
and experience, doctors are 
gisen privileges to perform 
certain types of therapy or 
surgery. 

The bylaws are aimed al 
ensuring that doctors using 
ihc hospitals (similar bylaws 
base been adopted by Royal 
Jubilee) are qualified to per 
form hospital procedures, 
and perform them frequently 
enough to maintain their ex¬ 
pertise. 

They might also have an 
effect on the number of doc¬ 
tors using the hospitals. Vic¬ 
toria is considered to have 
many more doctors than it 
needs. 

Noting that the new bylaws 
would only affect doctors ap¬ 
plying for privileges In the 
future, trustee Cliff Horwood 
complained "there is nothing 
here to restrict or remove 
people who are only statis¬ 
tics." physicians who are 
listed on the staff but admit 
few. if any patients to the 
hospital during any given 
year. 

Victoria is a popular place 
for doctors to come and re 
lire, and many just keep their 
hand in the field and supple 
ment their incomes by seeing 
a few patients a year. 

Some physicians have ad¬ 
mitted they want the bylaws 
because it might restrict the 
number of doctors who can 
use the hospitals and in¬ 
crease the incomes of those 
who have privileges. Hor¬ 
wood added 

Hospital medical director 
Dr. Don Carlow said the issue 
was not simple because num 
bers alone did not tell the 
whole story. The issue, he 
said, was quality of care, and 
some physicians who admit 
led infrequently provided ex 
cellent care for their pa 
lient*. 

Ships 
home 
May 4 

Four Esquimalt-based 
warships will return home 
May 4 after logging more 
than 20.000 miles during a 
series of port calls and partic 
ipation in a number of naval 
exercises in the Pacific area. 

Kootenay. Restigouche and 
Provider, all under the com¬ 
mand of Capt. Stanley Rid¬ 
dell.

Second Ca¬ 
nadian Destroyer Squadron, 
left home port Jan.22 Terra 
Nova left Esquimau two 
months later to join the other 
ships to take part in Rimpac 
‘78. a mid-Pacific multi-na¬ 
tional execise which involved 
ships, aircraft and personnel 
from Canada. United States, 
New Zealand and Australia. 

The ships visited Hawaii, 
Fiji. Tonga. New Zealand and 
Australia. 

A New Zealand frigate, 
Waikato, which joined the 
squadron in February, will 
return with the Canadian 
ships to participate in the 
Captain Cook bicentennial 
celebrations and pay visits 
this summer to ports along 
the west coast of North 
America. 


He added that nearly half 
the patients admitted to the 
hospital had a consulting 
physician as well as their 
family doctor attending 
them.

But hos¬ 
pital trustees voted to table 
the bylaws and to refresh 
their memories on the long- 
running situation by review¬ 
ing a report on medical man¬ 
power which had been pre¬ 
pared earlier.

The hospital's bylaws 
also specify that while mem¬ 
ber* of the society which op¬ 
erates the hospital can re¬ 
ceive copies of Its annual 
report, they are not permit¬ 
ted to receive minutes of 
board meetings, which 
"seems like a contradiction." 
Patterson said. 

“I've been on the board for 
two years and always as¬ 
sumed the meetings were 


open to the public," one trust¬ 
ee said.- 

Trustee Sister Margaret 
Doris argued against opening 
the meetings to the public 

"I think when you're in 
your own home you should be 
able to take off your shoes 
and put up your feet on the 
open door." 

But trustee Bob Milne, a 


' lawyer himself, said he want- 
ad to pass a resolution tnvlu 
ing the public to the meetings 
before asking a lawyer about 
it. since the board was llkley 
to get an "on the one hand 
this, on the other hand that" 
response from a lawyer. 

His motion that all future 
meetings of the board be open 
to the public, was passed.

Liberal leader Gordon Glbnon has urged 
the B.C. government to proclaim a law 
approved by the Legislature 58 years ago. 

The law. An Act to Provide for the Initia¬ 
tion and Approval of Legislation by the Elec¬ 
tors, was approved by the legislature March 
29, 1919, and would permit the citizens 
to request and approve certain laws. 

“As 1 understand it, It is still a valid act and 


could be proclaimed at the cabinet's next 
meeting.” Gibson said. 

"The act provides that legislation must be 
put to the legislature for enactment if 
requested by not less than 25 per cent of the 
total electors of the province. If the legisla¬ 
ture then refuses to pass the act, It must be 
put to tha electors In a referendum, and, if 
approved, becomes law.”

OTTAWA (CP) - Rolf 
Meier, a local amateur as¬ 
tronomer. has become the 
first Canadian to discover a 
comet.

The move came to light 
after the Amalgamated 
Transit Union, representing 
Hydro transit system work¬ 
ers, revealed it had obtained 
a copy of a confidential letter 
dated March 22 from then 
transport minister Jack 
Davis to Premier Bennett. 

Curtis denied Thursday 
that the government was 
planning to sell its PSL and 
Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines services but said Fri¬ 
day that "the directors (of 
Hydro), operating in their 
isolation, wanted to dispose 
of the agency.” 

He slid he Intervened when 
he learned of the proposed 
move and got the government 
to suggest that the directors 
shelve the plans, at least until 
a complete survey on urban 
transit In the province is car¬ 
ried out. 

“I said 'look. Bill (Ben¬ 
nett). we're pulling this thing 
together and don’t want peo¬ 
ple flying off unilaterally 
when in fact that (selling the 
operations) could be the 
wrong thing to do', " Curtis 
said. 

He said he expected an in¬ 
terim report on the transit 
situation at the end of May 
and a full report in July. 

Davis, fired as minister of 
energy, transport and com¬ 
munications by Bennett on 
April 3, said In his letter that 
Hydro directors had decided 


to phase out the PSL services 
during the fall and to termi¬ 
nate It* Grey Line sightsee¬ 
ing franchise. 

The letter says that the 
move would leave about 50 
regular operators and 10 of¬ 
fice employees redundant but 
added that at current attri¬ 
tion rates “all these employ¬ 
ees can be absorbed into 
other Hydro operations In 
1978." 

It says PSL's charter reve¬ 
nue in 1977 Was about $318.- 
000. but to break even In the 
future "rates would have to 
be Increased from $27.50 to 
$45 for the first hour." 

Dally charter rates would 
have to rise to $330 from $275. 

"There's no doubt In the 
union's mind that the deci¬ 
sion's already been made," 
said Ashton.

A 40-year-old Victoria man wan committed for higher 
court trial Friday on two count* of flrat-degree mur¬ 
der. 

Judge William Ostler ordered the committal of John 
George Auxl, 117 St. Andrews, following a prelimin¬ 
ary hearing which lasted 3',j days and ended In Victoria 
provincial court Friday shortly before noon. 

Auxl is charged in the shooting deaths of 41-year-old 
Gizelle Schlld and 43-year-old Sandor Kormos in a rooming 
house at 1212 Fort on Dec. 11. 

' Auxl was formally charged March 7 and was declared 
mentally fit to stand trial two days later. 

Defence lawyer David Vickers, former deputy attorney 
general, and crown counsel Nicholas Lang, assisted by Ken 
Salt of the attorney general’s ministry, handled the pre¬ 
liminary. which had been scheduled for four days this week 
Both agreed that the trial, by Judge and jury, is expected to 
get under way June 13. Lang said outside the court that the 
trial is expected to take eight days with approximately 18 
witnesses being called by the prosecution.

Cowichan Valley 
pioneer realtor 
dead at age 82 


DUNCAN — Cowichan Val¬ 
ley has lost one of its most 
familiar figures, with the 
death last week of a mem 
her of one of its oldest pio¬ 
neering families. Robert 
Whittome, who died at age 82. 

Whittome was the son of .1 
II Whittome. founder in 1898 
of one of the oldest real es¬ 
tate businesses on Vancouver 
Island. 

Robert s father came out to 
the Cowichan Valley from 
London. England, in 1880. He 
began farming on Maple Bay 
Road and married Clara 
Jaynes, daughter of another 
pioneering family. Robert 
was bom in 1895 at the family 
farm on Maple Bay Road 

He was educated in the lit 
tic schoolhouse at the corner 
of Maple Bay Road and In 
dian Road, which is still there 
today, now used as a Scout 
Hall. Following this he went 
to University School at Vic¬ 
toria. now known as St. Mi¬ 
chael's. 

Robert went overseas in 
1914 with the Canadian mili¬ 
tia and was made a tem¬ 
porary lieutenant in 1916. 
After serving with the army 
of occupation he returned in 
1919 w ith the rank of captain. 

He then joined his father's 
real estate fifm and assumed 
the position of managing 
director of J. H. Whittome 
Ltd., on the death of his fa¬ 
ther in May 1936 at the age of 
65. 

He later became president 
of the company, a position he 
held until his death at his 
home on Maple Bay Road 
April 25. 

He expanded his real estate 
firm from Duncan into Vic¬ 
toria in 1936. where the firm 
currently has three branches, 
in addition to six up-Island 
offices including three at 
Duncan, one each at Shawni- 
gan-Mili Bay. Chemainus and 
Nanaimo. Their services in¬ 
clude tourism, travel, real es¬ 
tate. insurance, property 
management and mortgage 
investments.

Success dazzles soloist

CoMMtl waft 

At barely a month past her 22nd birth 
day. she's one of the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet’s youngest soloists. 

And w)ille Evelyn Hart's biography 
can be dismissed in three short para 
graphs (“born in Toronto. . grew up in ' 
London, Ont. . . began her ballet train¬ 
ing at age 14. made her professional 
debut with the Royal Winnipeg Ballet in 
1976") by all accounts she’s one of the 
dancers to watch. 

At least, that's what the critics were 
saying after her Louise role in Iasi 
Christmas' heavily toured production of 
Nutcracker Suitewhen circumstance (a 
recuperating soloist) and considerable 
talent pulled her from the corps de ballet 
into the role. Certainly she loved those 
reviews. Was even puzzled by them 
wondering just what had been different 
from her usual dance performance. 
Vnd now she's somewhat intimidated by 
them. 

“IT’S A STANDARD that’s been 
set—I’m not saying I won’t be able to 
meet it but obviously you have an inse¬ 
cure feeling,” she said in a Friday 
interview resting up for performances 
tonight and again Sunday at the Royal 
And while she was collecting nice notices 
as a soloist, that official status wasn't 
hers until just before this tour which 
began with the mid-western states, goes 
onto the interior after Victoria and winds 
up for a second season appearance in 
Vancouver. 

And she's not complaining that it took 


too long. She's a bit dazzled by the 
rapidity jof her climb within the com¬ 
pany. But she can explain it. 

"It’s a combination of coming to the 
right point of strength and being lucky." 

It isn’t until she begins to explain why 
it took until 14 to start ballet (that delay 
still shows with some under developed 
tendons and muscles) that parallels with 
the little girl of the Nutcracker emerge. 
Except her tale isn’t so much sugar plum 
fairies as Canadian Gothic. 

IIER FATHER was a classical music 
loving United Church minister in rural 
Ontario. And while there were music 
lessons there was no money at first for 
dance lessons for a little girl fascinated 
by the frothy costumes of the balle¬ 
rinas glimpsed on television. 

"When 1 saw what dancing was. 1 
started moving to music," she recalled, 
adding that the family record collec¬ 
tion got increasingly scratched "by me 
jumping around and bumping the ster¬ 
eo.” 

“Actually I wasn’t much of a jumper, 
I w as more into dying swans.” she said. 

A neighbor who had once danced gave 
her an old pink and blue tutu which 
"hung down to my knees” and "that did 
it”. The die had been cast and the 
dancer was waiting to emerge. 

FANTASY GAVE WAY to ambition 
when she tagged along with her mother 
to a lecture-demonstration given a 
women's club by the National Ballet 
School. 

“They had said to me that dance

Planners

AirWest facing battle 
for harbor privileges 


AirWest Airlines may be 
ending one war just in time to 
find itself in another, but the 
man at the top isn't prepared 
to say. 

“You seem to be the guy 
who knows all about it," Air 
West president Norm Gold 
snapped Friday night after a 
Colonist reporter asked him 
about his status with the city 
In connection with Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

On Wednesday, as Gold and 
the Teamsters Union were 
putting the finishing touches 
to a back-to-work agreement 
after a five-month strike. 
Victoria Alderman Larry 
Ryan raised the possibility of 
a new opponent for the airline 
—the city. 

Ryan, who is also secretary 
of the Victoria Labor Council, 
said the city had offered a 
new temporary harbor loca¬ 
tion to AirWest only to learn 
that the company was plan¬ 
ning to make it a permanent 
fixture. He said Gold's “priv¬ 
ileged position” In the harbor 
was finished as far as he was 
concerned, and that he would 
try to get other aldermen 
to support his stand. 

Some of those involved 
viewed this as “pressure tac¬ 
tics" because of what ap¬ 
peared at the time to be a 
strike without an end. 

But Ryan said he didn't like 
the tactics of AirWest. He 
said the city had generously 
offered temporary quarters 
at the Black Ball Ferry site 
because Black Ball was being 
moved across the harbor to 
the present location of Air 
West. The airline had backed 
off the agreement for tem¬ 
porary lodging without first 
telling the city and was trying 
to establish a permanent 
beachhead, Ryan said. 

Gold, who was unavailable 
for comment Wednesday 
night, told the Colonist Fri¬ 
day: “At this time I have 
nothing to say.” 

Mayor Michael Young said 
a resolution to berth AirWest 
and two other airlines at the 
Black Ball site has yet to be 
approved by council. It 
comes before council com¬ 
mittee Tuesday. 

Young said AirWest had 
been told there would be no 
permanency to the arrange¬ 
ment, but had returned later 
with a considerably different 
proposal which would add 
considerably to the number 
of company planes, and 
which didn't leave any room 
for the other two airlines— 
Westcoast and Cougar. How¬ 
ever, he said he understood 
AirWest had since agreed to 
seek tempordry quarters 
with the other two airlines. 

Gold was reluctant to talk 
about the back-to-work 
agreement which he had esti¬ 
mated would take a few days 
to put in place. 

While (he long contract 
strike is over and the pickets 
gone, some of the.principals 
involved don’t seem in any 
hurry to form a mutual ad¬ 
miration society. 

Wes Anderson, one of the 
main Teamster dKcials in 
the picture, pointed out that 
items settled were mostly of 
a "peripheral” nature and 
that the two major issues— 
wages and hours of work- 
remained to be settled by ar¬ 
bitration. The back-to-work 
agreement was worked out 
with the help of the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board. 

Referring to Gold's wage 
offer, Anderson said Friday: 
"He’s so far out on the wages 
you would have to build a 
pipeline to reach him." 

Anderson said the Team¬ 
sters had sought wage parity 
with similar sized airlines on 
behalf of the 95 AirWest 
pilots, mechanics and cleri¬ 
cal employees. He said there 


were about 70 left when the 
strike ended. 

“What we got in the back- 
to-work agreement is what 
we had agreed to 2!-; weeks 
earlier—exactly the same 
thing," he said. , 

At that time an expected 
agreement fell through at the 
last moment. 

Anderson said some of the 


mechanics and clerical em¬ 
ployees have already re¬ 
turned to work and that 
others should be back on the 
job Monday. But flight crews 
will have to undergo a re¬ 
training program of five to 
seven days, he said. This was 
part of the back-to-work 
agreement spelled out earlier 
by Gold. 


Anderson said the flight 
crews would receive half pay 
during the training. 

The strike began Nov. 13. 
The airline had continued a 
limited service with manage¬ 
ment personnel flying the 
planes. Most of thb concen¬ 
tration was on the key sea¬ 
plane run between Victoria 
and Vancouver. 


Education key, says mayor 

Tree-saver bylaw 
doom ed—Co u velier 


The axing of Saanich's proposed bylaw 
designed to control indiscriminate tree cut¬ 
ting has been predicted by Mayor Mel Cou¬ 
velier. 

A watered-down version, the 12th draft of 
the proposed bylaw, was referred two weeks 
ago by aldermen to a newly-appointed en¬ 
vironmental advisory group composed of 
community representatives after council 
decided still more hacking and chopping 
was needed. 

Couvelier told the Cordova Bay Communi¬ 
ty Association he strongly suspected the 
group would arrive at the same decision he 
has—“that no bylaw can accomplish what 
we are trying to do; it must be done by 
education." 

The document, he said, had never been 
discussed seriously by council and “it’s 


now become an absurdity. What wc have 
done is to prove the impracticability of 
writing such a bylaw. 

"Surely It’s now obvious the issue can't be 
resolved by drafting a bylaw," he said. 

The proposed bylaw arose innocently 
through the efforts of a municipal employee 
who wanted to see a halt called to the 
needless destruction of vegetation, he re¬ 
called. 

He was concerned .about trees being 
stripped from land in what could only be 
described as logging operations on land in 
Saanich, he said. 

The proposed bylaw, designed mainly to 
curb wholesale tree removal by developers, 
has come under severe attack from some al¬ 
dermen, residents and community groups.

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Elderly suffer 

Council 
pinpoints 
drug abuse

Indiscriminate prescrib¬ 
ing, lack of proper counsel 
ling, and sophisticated pro 
motional techniques all 
contribute to the misuse of 
medication by elderly people, 
the Social Planning and Re 
view Council of B.C. says 
in a special report 
Among the culprits are 
pharmacists, physicians, and 
drug companies, all of which 
influence the choice of drugs 
and the method of use. the 
SPARC report, prepared by 
Cassie Doyle with a grant 
from the Non medical Use of 
Drugs Directorate in Ottawa, 
says. 

THE ELDERLY are signif 
leant consumers of drugs. 
\mong the findings of a num 
ber of studies are: 

• Eighty per cent of the 
elderly, compared with 40 per 
cent of those under 65. suffer 
from some chronic condition 
or disease. 

• While the elderly account 
for less than 10 per cent of the 
total population, they use 23 
per cent of the pVescription 
drugs. 

• Nearly 70 per cent of the 
elderly may be taking at least 
one over-the-counter (OTC) 
drug without the knowledge 
of their physician. 

IN ONE study. 226 elderly 
people were found to use 637 
prescribed drugs and 236 
OTC drugs. Another study 
found 99 who had used 559 
medications in the previous 
three days. 

Adding to the problem is 
strong evidence that ••corn 
pliance” among the elderly 
c an be poor A study in Moose 
.law found that 37 per cent of 
the elderly fdrgot to take 
their medication. 35 per c ent 
saved medicine they were no 
longer taking, five per cent 
loaned prescription drugs, 
and seven per cent had bor 
rowed drugs from friends and 
relatives 

SPARC’s own study found 
that 32 per cent forgot to take 
their medication. 31 per cent 
kept old drugs, and 24 per 
cent made changed the way 
they took their medication 
without professional Consul 
tation. 

THE SPARC report sug 
gests that greater use of “pa 
tient education monographs 
(PEMs). short pamphlets 
listing general characters 
tics of a drug and suggestions 
for use. cbuld be valuable in 
reducing drug misuse among 
the elderly 

A pilot project was under 
taken with PEMs prepared 
for five classes of drugs—as 
pirin. anti depressants, anti- 
hypertensives. digitalis, and 
tranquillizers—and handed 
out by physicians'*and phar 
macists. The pharmacies in 
voiced included neighbor 
hood stores, professional 
dispensaries, and a major 
cbain store. 

ALTHOUGH 74 per cent of 
the prescriptions were re 
peats of drugs previously pro 
scribed. 78 per cent of the 


Seniors who received the 
PEMs said they learned 
something new about their 
medication. 

Twenty-four per cent 
changed the way they took 
their medicine as a result of 
the PEMs. while 83 per cent 
said they would like to re¬ 
ceive a PEM with all medica¬ 
tion. and 79 per cent said they 
wanted to know more about 
their medication. 

ONE PROBLEM with the 
survey was getting health 
professionals to yse the 
PEMs. The chain store with¬ 
drew from the study within 
the first two weeks, stating it 
could not afford the time to 
hand out the PEMs, and the 
showing of the neighborhood 
stores and physicians was 
poor. The professional div 
pensaries were most co-oper , 
alive. 

Drug promotional methods 
c ome under heavy fire in the 
SPARC study. 

There are an estimated 
200.000 OTC drugs available 
to the public, but only about 
200 active ingredients, to a lie 
viate about 30 symptoms, are 
involved. To persuade the 
consumer that the product, 
advertised is uniquely suited 
to solve his problem, phar 
maceutical manufacturers 
advertise heavily. An esti 
mated 15 to 30 per cent of the 
price of OTC drugs is spent on 
promotion 

AS HEAVY consumers of 
drugs, the elderly are partic¬ 
ularly susceptible to the pro 
motion and some of its ill 
effects. Because some of 
their organs work less effi 
ciently than those of a youn¬ 
ger person, undesired drug 
reactions occur sooner, and 
more frequently, among the 
elderly The fact that the el 
derly individual takes many 
different drugs adds to the 
problem. Eor example, anti 
histamines, frequently used 
in cold and allergy remedies, 
t an greatly increase the ef 
fects of prescription tranquil 
li/ers and alcohol. 

Prescription drug advertis¬ 
ing is directed not at the 
general public, but at physic¬ 
ians. and one estimate is that 
drug companies spend more 
than $4,000 a year on promo 
tional efforts for each Cana 
dian doctor. 

MOST OK the information 
physicians receive about in¬ 
dividual drugs comes from 
their manufacturers. Pre 
scription drug advertising en 
courages the prescription of 
drugs even in the absence 
of illness, particularly true of 
mood-altering drugs; rein¬ 
forces negative stereotypes 
about the elderly; empha 
sizes the value of sedatives in 
managing the elderly patient, 
without considering the 
therapeutic effect of the drug 
on the patient: and often por- 
trays the natural aging pro 
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Drug promotional methods come under heavy /Ire by SPARC 


cess as a disease. The drills 
themselves not only create a 
dependency, but can "under 
mine personal confidence 
and ability to deal with the 
vicissitudes of life,” the 
SPARC study says. 

DRIG advertising is con¬ 
trolled to prevent false, mis 
leading or deceptive claims, 
bul the promotional aspect of 
most advertising remains un¬ 
affected. __ 

"If members of our society 
are more and more prone to 
accept chemical solutions to 
every ailment and distress, 
perhaps the message is has 
ing the desired effect. A 
strong argument exists that 
to place restrictions on the 
details of drug advertising 
but to allow their need to be 
promoted is not in the best 
interests of the public." 

SPARC recommend', 
among other things, that ad 
vertising of OTC drugs be 
banned

Dave is the senior communi¬ 
cations technician aboard the 
Victoria-based destroyer, 
HMCSRestigouche. 

After bis day’s work is fin 
ished, and indeed before it 
even starts, you'll likely find 
him chatting it up in front of 
the microphone of the ship's 
amateur radio, a Kenwood 
TS-520. He will be meticu¬ 
lously searching the dial, 
looking for another operator 
somewhere who is able to 
handle a telephone patcli. A 
sailor, separated by both 
time and distance would like 
to talk to his wife and family. 

Between January and May 
of this year. Eastick complet¬ 
ed over 250 such calls during

YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What 

is a disc- and how many of 
ihem do we have? What hap 
pens when one slips 7 When a 
person has an operation for a 
slipped disc, do the doctors 
remove it completely? What 
causes one to slip? How Ion# 
must a person be laid up after 
an operation? How is it diag 
nosed? —H.L.W. 

\ spinal (intervertebral) 
disc is a pulpy, fibrous strut 
lure between sections of the 
spinal column (the verte 
brae) There are 24 of these 
sections 

The term “slipped disc” 
doesn't really describe what 
occurs. It is more of a bulging 
backward of one of the discs, 
usually from an injury. The 
most common sites are the 
lower and upper parts of the 
column of \ertebrae. those 
subjet < to most heavy use 
A disc may be out of posi 
non and not produce any pain 
itself The pain occurs when 
the bulged-out portion tou 
ches a nerve. If it is in the 
lower section of the spine, the 
pain may be in the leg area. If 
in the upper section, the neck, 
shoulders and arms are af 
fected. 

Surgery is not always re 
quired. Rest, use of braces, 
splinting, or traction is tried 
first. Surgery (laminectomy) 
is done if these conservative 
measures don't work. In this 
the lamina, a bony protective 
portion of each vertebra, is 
opened so that the surgeon 
can remove the portion of 
displaced disc. 

While hospital stays are not 
necessarily lengthy after this 
surgery, it may be months 
before the patient can re 
Mime normal activity. Re 
turn to heavy physical labor 
is doubtful 

Diagnosis of a defectixe 
disc is done by myelogram, a 
special kind of x-rav that pin 
points the defect. The precise 
area of pain indicates which 
nerves are affected and 
hence the disc area involved. 
The surgery has a high rate 
of success. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I real¬ 
ly do not have a problem, but 
I am just curious.

Garden Notes 




If the weatherman Is in a co-opera¬ 
tive mood, I Imagine there will be a lot 
of seeds bunged In the ground this next 
few days — and I'll bet a cookie that 90 
per cent of them will be sown far too 
thickly. 

There seems to be some kind of 
hang-up or phobia that attacks novice 
and old-timer alike; once we get a pack¬ 
et of seeds In our hands, we Just can't let 
go until every last seed is In the ground, 
even though this may mean scattering 
them as thickly as sugar on a doughnut. 
This is not only wasteful, but very bad 
for the overcrowded young seedlings as 
they emerge. 

I could never see this business of 
tearing a comer off a seed envelope and 
shaking it over the seed furrow If you 
sow In this way, you can’t see the seeds 
until they are actually falling from the 
packet, and It is difficult to regulate the 
flow and achieve the necessary thin 
sowing. 

My favorite method is to lift one flap 
on the seed envelope — usually one end 
or the other will come unstuck if you pry 
at it — then make a crease in the middle 
of the flap. This crease becomes a little 
trough or fold for the seeds to roll down 
in full sight. 

I hold the packet by its edges be¬ 
tween the thumb and the second finger. 


and keep tapping It gently with the 
forefinger aa I sow. 

With Just a slight slope to the enve¬ 
lope. the seeds will emerge In a alow 
procession, rolling down the crease in 
the flap in full sight, to drop to the seed 
furrow below. You can sow your seeds 
just about as thinly as you please In this 
way. 

Large seeds, big enough to handle 
Individually, are best spaced out by 
hand singly in the row. With very small 
or very fine seeds, It will sometimes pay 
to add t spoonful of dry sand to the 
seeds in the packet and shake ft up well 
before sowing the seed-sand mixture. At 
times when no dry. granular sand was 
available, I have even used corn meal or 
cream of wheat to bulk out very small 
seeds for thinner sowing. 

Never try to sow very fine or very 
light seeds on a windy day — it is Just a 
waste of good seed, and almost Impossi¬ 
ble to get good, even, thin distribution. 
It is a good plan in any case to wet down 
the furrow before sowing any seeds, so 
the tiny things will stick where they fall 
and not get blown out of position by- 
random gusts of wind. 

To make the water do double duty, 
you could dissolve a little soluble fertil¬ 
izer in it. This "Planter’s Punch” will 
provide some readily available food for 
the emerging seedlings. 


With peas, beans, com. squash and 
all the other large seeds. I think it pays 
to place each seed individually by hand. 
You can space them in an orderly, 
regimented row In this way. and your 
emerging seedlings will look like the 
Grenadier Guards on parade. 

Bean seeds are best planted with the 
"eye" downward, for this Is where the 
root emerges. The flat, meaty seeds of 
squash, pumpkin, marrow and melon 
should be town with the point down¬ 
ward. 

Mind you. they will come up even If 
you sow them upside down or every 
which way, but you gain about a day in 
growing time if you start them off In the 
right direction. Besides, there is less 
danger of those flat seeds rotting in the 
soil when sown in the point-downward 
position. 

Old-time English and Scottish gar¬ 
deners had a rather neat method for 
handling sweet pea and seeds of compa¬ 
rable site. It was their custom to cut 
cubes of grass sod about two Inches 
thick, make a hole In the underside with 
a pencil or stick, push a seed in the hole, 
then plant the whole cube, grass side 
down. That bit of sod. as it rots in the 
soil, provides everything necessary to 
get the young seedling off to a good 
start.

NANAIMO — A months 
long battle has resulted in a 
victory of one hour for the 
neighborhood pubs in the 
Nanaimo Regional District 
Three pubs in the region 
had asked last summer to 
have their hours extended, as 
is now permitted by the Li¬ 
quor Administration Branch. 
This week, the region finally 
agreed to recommend to the 
LAB that the pubs' closing 
times be extended one hour 
from 11 p.m. to 12 midnight 
During the months since 
the original applications, the 
board had once decided not to 
involve itself at all in the 
applications, then decided 
not to extend the hours, and 
then decided to reconsider, 
after talking to LAB officials 
Directors were concerned 
about how the regional dis 
trict could determine if the 
extended hours met with the 


approval of the residents in 
the area of the pubs 

Also at issue was the fact 
that when the pubs were es¬ 
tablished. the operating 
hours featured the early clos¬ 
ing, and local residents had 
signed petitions of approval 
based in part on that fact. 

But pub owners, and some 
directors, argued that when 
the neighborhood pubs closed 
at II p.m.. patrons simply got 
in their cars and drove to an 
establishment that was open 
longer. 

Pubs that have applied for 


the later hours include the 
Timberlands in Cassidy, the 
Rocking Horse in N'anoose 
and the Blue Anchor in Quaii 
cum Bay 

Assistant deputy minister 
of municipal affairs.

‘Agriculture 
ends 

at the plate ’ 

Agriculture ends at your plate, not the farm gale 
That was one of the observations made during a 
panel discussion at Ganges, held as a part of the fourth 
annual conference of the B.C. Agriculture Teachers' 
Association. 

One of the main objectives of the association, the 
meeting was told, was to have a new curriculum guide 
drawn up for agricultural education in B.C. The last 
time such a guide was drawn up was in 1931. 

Mike Verge is currently serving as curriculum 
development co-ordinator for agriculture with the 
education ministry. He told the meeting that the new 
curriculum is coming, but to be successful it needs 
support from three areas: Teacher expertise, school 
districts and the province. One of the main difficul 
ties, he said, was that the program must be adaptable 
to different parts of B.C 

Agriculture instructor from Dawson Creek, Mac 
Taylor, said the most successful agriculture courses 
are those in which the students can get into the practi 
cal side of the program. 

Opponents of the agricultural program say it costs 
too much money, Taylor said, but there is more money 
involved in setting up a metal shop or a chemistry lab 
It was pointed out that there was a need to inform 
the public of the necessity for agriculture education 
“The general public takes food for granted.” the 
meeting was told. 

"You mention the meat business." said one teacher, 
and people automatically think of McDonald's." 
Another teacher asked: “Why take agriculture? We 
started our program with nine students that nobody 
else in the school wanted, and now we have 80 Bui 
when it takes $300,000 to start a dairy farm, you're 
better off putting it in the bank and retiring " 

John DePape of Fraser Valley College in Abbotsford 
did not agree 

i "It's wrong to say a student can't go out and get into 
>uch a dairy operation They can do it eventually and 
have done it." 

He noted that resource management was a problem 
and that dairies could produce more but for the result 
ing surplus. 

In the Fraser Valley, the meeting learned, raspber 
ries can be grown like nowhere else in the world but 
there’s a Farm Income Assurance program to help the 
raspberry growers. 

President of the association, during the past year.

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STEPHENS ATTACKS 2,4-D PUSH

B.C, Conservative leader Victor 
Stephens criticized the govern¬ 
ment Thursday for using the herb! 
cide 2,4-D In the Okanagan Lake 
system despite a conservation 
ministry report warning against 
its application. 

The Internal report was pre¬ 
pared last summer by the habitat 
protection section of the fish and 
wildlife branch but was never 
widely circulated, said its author 
Rick Morley. 

The government used a limited 
amount of 2,4-D last summer in 


conjunction with mechanical and 
biological methods to control the 
spread of Eurasian water milfoil in 
Ihe lakes, and intends to step 
up its use this summer. 

The report stales: "The use 
of 2,4-D for aquatic weed con¬ 
trol is potentially detrimental to 
fish and waterfowl. 

"It is anticipated that fish and 
wildlife population decreases will 
be the result of large scale aquatic 
weed control with 2,4-D, these de 
creases being caused by the toxic 
effects of the herbicide and-or the 
adverse effects of habitat destruc¬ 
tion and manipulation 

"Should 2,4-D be used for aquatic 


weed central, It should only be used 
as part of a larger management 
program and should be used in 
small, carefully selected treat¬ 
ment sites. 

"Repeal herbicide treatments 
should not be considered due to Ihe 
possibility of long-term persis¬ 
tence of this chemcial In the 
aquatic ecosystem leading to the 
chronic exposure of various 
aquatic organisms." 

Stephens questioned Recreation 
and Conservation Minister Sam 
Rawlf about the report, asking him 
why he didn’t oppose the use of 
2,4-D. The exchange look place 
during debate on Bawlf's budge 
tary estimates. 


Bawlf said the report was not 
necessarily applicable to the 
Okanagan problem because it •, 
dealt for the most part with large- 
scale use. 

He assured Stephens the 2,4-D 
program was being closely moni¬ 
tored by fisheries and environ- . 
mental officials from both the fed's 
oral and provincial governments. 

Stephens said in a later in 
terview it was obvious that Bawlf 
wasnol as fully informed of the 
dangers of 2,4-D as he should have 
been 

"If this (2,4-D use) becomes an 
accepted yearly program, we may 
be causing more trouble than 
we’re alleviating," he said.

Victoria’s model 
of craftsmanship

At the recent Victoria Hobby Show 
many favorable remarks were directed 
toward a display of museum-quality 
model sailing ships. 

The three model ships on exhibition, 
the French Admiral Vernon. Cook's En¬ 
deavour , and Drake’s Golden Hind, were 
the work of Victorian Bob Stewart. 1645 
Chandler, who has been building the 
miniatures as a hobby for about seven 
years. 

Stewart’s life-long interest in sailing 
ships was whetted in 1970 when he visited 
Cutty Sark, last of the old tea car 
rving clippers, dry-berthed at (irecn 
with. England. On his return to Victoria 
he bought a model kit of the Admiral Ver¬ 
non which took him the winter of 1971 to 
build. 

Construction of models of the Endea¬ 
vour and Golden Hind followed, the 
former taking more than a year to 
finish and the latter two years. “The 
Golden Hind was a particular challenge 
because all of the instructions were in 
Italian, it being an Italian kit.” Stewart 
said. “1 had to buy an Italian-Eng- 
lish dictionary to translate them." 

Purchased locally, the imported 
model ship kits cost $100 or more and 
require a great deal of skill and pa 
tience to build. “Only the basic materi¬ 
als such as wood, fittings and rope are 
supplied. Every piete has to be cut, 
shaped, moulded, painted and stained. 
Unlike plastic model ships which have a 
solid, ribbed plastic sheet deck, the 
decks on these ships are planked in piece 
by individual piece." 

Rigging and shrouds are entirely 
hand knotted. “There are approxi¬ 
mately 1.500 dove-hitched knots in Ihe 
Golden Hind ratlines alone, It is quite a 
challenge to do it." 

Besides his steady hand and a gener¬ 
ous allotment of patience. Stewart is 
helped in his delicate work by a wood 
and metal turning lathe which cuts and 
hones with the precision of a jeweller’s 
instrument. "The lathe cuts wood to 1/32 
of an inch and is a very useful tool." 


Stewart is currently working on a 
model of the Henry Grace Adieu, a 
227-gun warship in the fleet of Henry 
VIII. The exposed wood on the ship Is 
entirely walnut After that ship is fin¬ 
ished in late summer, he will con 
struct models of the Cully Sark and the 
Kuskanook. a CPR stern paddlew heeler 
that plied Kootenay Lake. 

Besides the satisfaction of producing a 
superb model. Stewart derives further 
benefits from his hobby. 

“The thing I like about ship building, 
in addition to the enjoyment of building, 
is the history you learn of the ships and 
the times in which they sailed. For 
example. I was amused to discover 
Henry VIII once crossed the English 
Channel in the Henry Grace Adieu and it 
rolled so much that he refused to re¬ 
turn on it. It was really a showpiece 
rather than a fighting ship. It rolled be 
cause it was too top-heavy to be seawor¬ 
thy.’’ 

Stewart, supervisor of building ser¬ 
vices for the engineering division of the 
B.C. Forest Service, does his ship model 
ling in his basement during leisure 
hours. “I'd rather go down to work on the 
ships than watch television. It does take 
a lot of time and patience. Six hours of 
evening time goes very quickly working 
on a ship." 

The major difficulties Stewart has 
encountered in his hobby are dust and 
sagging rigging, a perennial problem for 
model shipbuilders. A dustproof plexig 
lass case to house models three to five 
feet in length can cost as much as the kit, 
w hile re-rigging is very time-consuming. 

Stewart regrets that Victoria, with all 
its maritime history and interest in the 
subject, has no club specifically devoted 
to model sailing ship hobbyists 

"The model engineering club has a 
motorboat section but it is really for 
radio-controlled and motorized boats." 
At the recent hobby show, he collected a 
dozen names of people who share his 
enthusiasm for sailing ships and now 
he's investigating the possibility of 
forming a club.

OTTAWA (CP) - Yukon 
Indian* arc proposing a land 
claim settlement In which an 
Indian government would 
have exclusive authority over 
all fish, game and forest re¬ 
sources in the territory. The 
Canadian Press learned Fri¬ 
day. 

the Indian government, 
with its own Parliament, also 
would have total control over 
services to Indians, including 
education, health, welfare, 
local government, justice, 
housing and taxation. 

It would be separate from 
the Yukon territorial govern 
ment and would have many 
of the powers that govern¬ 
ment now holds. Basically, it 
would be an Indian nation 
within Confederation. 

The proposals are included 
in a claim’s package being 
discussed at a Council for 
Yukon Indians assembly in 
Whitehorse this week. The 
CYI, pending assembly ap 
proval, expects to present 
the package to the federal 
government next week. 

The Indian government 
would have a central legisla¬ 
tive body that would approve 
laws “for the purpose of al¬ 
lowing local community gov 
ernments to progress at their 
own rate of growth." There 
are 12 Indian communities in 
the Yukon and each would 
have its own local govern¬ 
ment. 

The central legislative 
body would establish an In¬ 
dian wildlife council that 
would have total control over 
Yukon game management. It 
would have the authority to 
make laws, license hunters, 
fishermen and trappers, to 


Bands' 
oil tax 
argued 


OTTAWA (CP) — Two fed 
oral cabinet ministers have 
had a major disagreement 
over whether to return feder¬ 
al oil export taxes to some 
Indian bands, confidential 
documents obtained Friday 
by The Canadian Press indi¬ 
cate. 

The documents, letters be- 
iween Finance Minister Jean 
Chretien and Indians Afffairs 
Minister Hugh Faulkner, 
show that Chretien opposed a 
Faulkner suggestion to re¬ 
turn oil tax monies to bands 
in Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan 

Return of the monies could 
have far-reaching implica¬ 
tions and could embarrass 
the federal government. 
Chretien tells Faulkner in one 
letter. He mentions a figure 
of $4.5 million. 

Ottawa levied the tax in 
1973. the year that world oil 
prices skyrocketed and do¬ 
mestic prices were frozen to 
protect domestic consumers. 
The export tax was the differ¬ 
ence between the domestic 
price and the much-higher 
world price. 

For the first six months of 
the lax plan. Ottawa returned 
one-half of the taxes collected 
lo the two producing pros 
inces—Alberta and Saskatch 
ewan. Indians with oil-pro¬ 
ducing lands in those 
provinces have been saying 
that they should receive the 
taxes levied on oil produced 
on their lands. 

Faulkner supported that 
contention and told Chretien 
he planned to seek support 
from a cabinet committee. 


enforce the laws and to reject 
any land use that might be 
harmful to fish and game 
conservation. 

Indians also would have 
control of non-renewable re¬ 
sources such as minerals, but 
only on lands selected by 
them under a settlement. 
However, all monies collect¬ 
ed from resources outside In¬ 
dian lands would be shared 
equally between the Indian, 
federal and Yukon govern¬ 
ments. 

It is unlikely that the go- 
venments in Ottawa an 
Whitehorse will find the pro¬ 
posals immediately accept 
able. Prime Minister Tru 
deau has said there cannut be 
any governments based on 
race in Canada. 

The Yukon government is 
opposed to any parallel In 
dian government in the terri 
torv. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union (UFAWU) 
says Japanese technicians 
are doing work in the salmon 
and herring roe industry that 
i an be handled by Canadians 
and the union is displeased 
with an immigration depart 
ment investigation. 

About 280 technicians em¬ 
ployed by Japanese firms im¬ 
porting herring and salmon 
roe from West Coast com¬ 
panies are involved. 

Jack McKinstrey, Pacific 
region immigration director, 
said Thursday that most of 
the investigation is complete 
and no evidence has been 
found of serious infractions of 
work permits issued to the 
Japanese. 

Mike Darnell. UFAWU 
spokesman in Prince Rupert, 
said, however, that there 
have been violations on a reg¬ 
ular basis but immigration 
"has stonewalled our efforts 
to get precise information 
and isn't talking to us." 

Linda Long, bargaining 
agent for the Amalgamated 
Shoreworkers and Clerks 
Union at Prince Rupert, said 


she didn't know an Investiga¬ 
tion was in progress so she 
couldn't have provided Infor¬ 
mation earlier. 

She said, however, that she 
has several photographs of 
Japanese technicians work¬ 
ing on the line. 

She and Darnell said they 
are upset because in a time of 
high unemployment foreign 
technicians are doing jobs co¬ 
vered by the bargaining unit 
and because Canadians now 
are qualified to inspect and 
grade the roe but are not 
being employed in that ca 
parity 

_”lf they're going to be over 
here then they should have 
their hands in their pockets," 
she said of the Japanese 
workers. 

The West Coast herring roe 
fishery, which opened in 1971. 
now is worth $130 million dol 
lars and Japan is the exclu¬ 
sive market 

As part of contracts with 
Canadian packing com¬ 
panies, the Japanese insist 
that they be allowed to pro¬ 
vide their ow n quality control 
supervisors. 

"At the time the herring 


roe fishery began, the Japa¬ 
nese had the only expertise to 
grade the product,” said 
Darnell. "We could see the 
point thal they should have 
some quality control. 

"But now they are not only 
assessing production, they 
are grading, and assuming 
our jobs—filling the tanks, 
stacking the roe, making 
boxes. 

"Through a slow and 
steady process, the Japanese 
arg assuming hundreds, of 
lobs in B.C. We find it unac¬ 
ceptable that labor is being 
allowed to come in behind 
capital. 

McKinstrey said 476 work 
permits were issued for the 
technicians this year by the 
Canadian immigration office 


in Tokyo and it has been de- 
lermined that 286 were used 
About 230 technicians were 
engaged in the roe fisheries 
last year. 

"Over the years they have 
been brought in strictly for 
quality control,” he said, ad¬ 
ding that "there seems to be 
less need now due to the ex¬ 
pertise of Canadians.”

In the first three months of 
1977. ihe trade surplus was 
$79t> million In the final quar 
ler u was $1,154 billion 

The merchandise surplus 
for the full year in 1977 was 
$2 9 billion, just short of the 
record $3 I billion run up 
iiil970 Hut a continuing high 
deficit on trade in services, 
including travel charges, m- 
terest and dividend payments 
and shipping charges paid to 
toreigners. led to an over all 
shortfall in 1977 ol $1.2 billion. 

That deficit has been cited 
as a major contributing lac- 
tor to the recent decline in 
value of the dollar 

The dollar devaluation, 
however, has helped sale of 
Canadian produced goods bv 
making exports more attrac 
live to foreigners and import 
ed products less popular 

In March, with the weaker 
Canadian dollar coming 
under strong downward 
pressure, exports rose by 1.5 
per cent. And there was a 
substantial 13-per-cent tall in 
the total value of imports to 
$;t.52l billion 

The March trade figures 
show that although over all 
exports rose, there was a de¬ 
cline in sales to the U.S. of 
about 2.8 per cent But im 
ports from the U S. fell faster 
by about nine per cent. 

About two-thirds of Gan 
ada's export and import 
irade is with the U.S.

Such extensive advice was 
sought so as lo ensure that 
the responsibility of the 
ministry in this matter 
jnay be discharged w ith all 
possible care, after full 
and complete examina¬ 
tion. 

"After considering the ma 
lerial, I have concluded lhat 
final determination of the 
matter requires (he consider¬ 
ation of the courts 
"This afternoon, a mem 
her of ihe RCMP swore out 
an information charging Mr 
Davis with fraud and theft 
"Il should be unnecessary 
lor me lo add that the laying 
of the charge in absolutely no 
way indicates any prejudg 
mem as to the guilt or inno¬ 
cence of Mr Davis.

External review for RCMP 
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OTTAWA (CP) - RCMP 
discipline would be modern 
ized and opened to outside 
scrutiny by a bill introduced 
in ihe Commons Friday by 
Solicitor-General JeanJac 
ques Blais. 

The bill to amend the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Act 
also would create a three 
man external review com¬ 
mittee to handle public grlev 
anccs about treatment bv the 
RCMP. 

The committee would 
make recommendations to 
Ihe RCMP commissioner on 
some grievances, serious dis¬ 
cipline cases and orders for 
demotion and discharge, al 
though fhe commissioner 
would retain the right to 
make the final decision in any 
case. 

The bill incorporates the 
major recommendations of 
the 1976 Marin inquiry into 
RCMP discipline and han¬ 
dling of pubUc Complaints, 
which said the system of al¬ 
lowing the force to investi¬ 
gate public complaints 
against itself created an air 
of suspicion. 

The government has given 
no indication w hether this is a 
priority piece of legislation 
which it would warn passed 
before calling a general elec¬ 
tion.

Robert Whittome 


Real estate pioneer 
had colorful career 


DUNCAN — Cowiehan Val¬ 
ley has lost one of its most 
familiar figures, with the 
death last week of a mem¬ 
ber of one of its oldest pio¬ 
neering families, Robert 
Whittome. who died at age 82. 

Whittome was the son of J. 
II Whittome. founder in 1898 
of one of the oldest real estate 
businesses on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

Robert's father came out to 
the Cowiehan Valley from 
London. England, in 1880. He 
began farming on Maple Bay 
Road and married Clara 
Jaynes, daughter of another 
pioneering family. Robert 
was born in 1895 at the family 
farm on Maple Bay Road. 

He was educated in the lit¬ 
tle schoolhouse at the corner 
of Maple Bay Road and In¬ 
dian Road, which is still there 
today, now used as a Scout 
Hail. Following this he went 
to University School at Vic¬ 


toria. now known as St. Mi¬ 
chael’s. 

Robert went overseas in 
1914 with the Canadian Mili¬ 
tia and was made a tem¬ 
porary lieutenant in 1910. 
After serving with the army 
of occupation he returned in 
1919 with the rank of captain 

He then joined his father’s 
real estate firm and assumed 
the position of managing 
director of J. H. Whittome 
Ltd., on the death of his fa¬ 
ther in May 1936 at the age of 
65. 

He later became president 
of the company, which posi¬ 
tion he held until his death at 
his home on Maple Bay Road 
April 25. 

He expanded his real estate 
firm from Duncan into Vic¬ 
toria in 1936. where the firm 
currently has three branches, 
in addition to six up-Island 
offices including three at 
Duncan, one each at Shawni 
gan-Mill Bay. Chemainus and 
Nanaimo.

‘Agriculture 
ends 

at the plate ’ 

"Agriculture ends at your plate, not the farm gale." 
That was one of the observations made during a 
panel discussion at Ganges, held as a part of the fourth 
annual conference of the B.C. Agriculture Teachers' 
Association. 

One of the main objectives of the association, the 
meeting was told, was to have a new curriculum guide 
drawn up for agricultural education in B.C. The last 
time such a guide was drawn up was in 1931. 

Mike Verge is currently serving as curriculum 
development co-ordinator for agriculture with the 
education ministry. He told the meeting that the new 
curriculum is coming, but to be successful it needs 
support from three areas: Teacher expertise, school 
districts and the province. One of the main difficul¬ 
ties. he said, was that the program must be adaptable 
to different parts of B.C. 

Agriculture instructor from Dawson Creek. Mac 
Taylor, said the most successful agriculture courses 
are those in which the students can get into the practi¬ 
cal side of the program. 

Opponents of the agricultural program say it costs 
too much money, Taylor said, but there is more money 
involved in setting up a metal shop or a chemistry lab. 

It was pointed out that there was a need to inform 
the public of the necessity for agriculture education. 

"The general public takes food for granted." the 
meeting was told. 

"You mention the meat business.” said one teacher, 
"and people automatically think of McDonald's." 

Another teacher asked: “Why take agriculture? We 
started our program with nine Students that nobody 
else in the school wanted, and now we have 80. But 
when it takes $300,000 to start a dairy farm, you're 
better off putting it in the bank and retiring." 

John DePape of Fraser Valley College in Abbotsford 
did not agree. 

“It's wrong to say a student can't go out and get into 
such a dairy operation. They can do it eventually and 
have done it.” 

He noted that resource management was a problem 
and that dairies could produce more but for the result¬ 
ing surplus. 

In the Fraser Valley, the meeting learned, raspber¬ 
ries can be grown like nowhere else in the world but 
there's a Farm Income Assurance program to help the 
raspberry growers. 

President of the association, during the past year, 
Mike Byron of Salt Spring Island, drew a round of ap¬ 
plause with an observation he made during the meet¬ 
ing 

"We’ll need a course in survival if things keep on 
going the way they are.”

Kuta said: "You have voted in favor of this 
motion twice already, once at North Cowichan 
council and once at the regional board meeting." 

Chairman Charles Boas told McKinnon: “Option 
C is quite clear — it favors limited industrial 
expansion in the estuary. It has been reported 
correctly in the press several times." 

McKinnon said he would like the original motion 
adopting Option C read out. "1 have a right to 
know." 

When McKinnon continued and-informed the 
board that "over 2,000 persons elected me to this 


board, and that’s probably more than every¬ 
body else here put together," the statement was 
greeted with shouts of derision. 

Chairman Boas did not want to accept McKiij; 
non's resignation, but when directors Rex Hollett, 
Ken Irving and Kuta said "let him resign,” he 
accepted the resignation. 

McKinnon complained that the board "was being 
dominated by certain people." He said he would 
remain as a sitting member of the board until the 
next election, when he would resign completely 
from the CVRD. 


Hollett asked McKinnon to explain what he 
meant. "The press is here ... I think that 
he should name names of the persons who are 
dominating this board. If he’s going to make these 
statements, hoAhould have something to back it 
up.” 

McKinnon replied that “Kuta was always trying ' 
to shut, people up, before allowing any discussion to 
take place.”

OTTAWA (CP l - The 
trade surplus in goods hit 
$1.112 billion in the first three 
months of 1978. nearly double 
that of the same period a year 
ago. Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported Friday. 

The substantial improve 
tneni came as a record $1,361 
billion worth of goods was 
sold in March on a balance 
of-payments basis, running 
'‘up a surplus for the month of 
$840 million. 

In the first three months of 
1977. the trade surplus was 
$796 million In the final quar 
ter it was $1,154 billion 

The merchandise surplus 
for the full year in 1977 wa> 
$2.9 billion, just short of the 
record $3.1 billion run up 
in 1970 But a continuing high 
deficit on trade in services, 
including travel charges, in¬ 
terest and dividend payments 
and shipping charges paid to 
foreigners, led to an over all 
shortfall in 1977 of $4.2 billion. 

That deficit has been cited 
as a major contributing far 
tor to the recent decline in 
value of the dollar 

The dollar devaluation, 
however, has helped sale of 
Canadian-produced goods by 
making exports more atlrai 
live to foreigners and import¬ 
ed products less popular 

In March, with the weaker 
Canadian dollar coming 
under strong downward 
pressure, exports rose by 1.5 
per cent. And there was a 
substantial 13-per-cent fall in 
the total value of imports to 
$3,521 billion. 

The March trade figures 
show that although over all 
exports rose, there was a de 
dine in sales to the U.S. of 
about 2.8 per cent. But im¬ 
ports from the U.S. fell faster 
by about nine per cent. 

About two-thirds of Can¬ 
ada's export and import 
Hade is with the U.S.

External review for RCMP 
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Yukon Indians

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OTTAWA (CP) — RCMP 
discipline would be modern¬ 
ized and opened to outside 
scrutiny by a bill introduced 
in the Commons Friday by 
Solicitor-General Jean Jac¬ 
ques Blais. 

The bill to amend the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Act 
also would create a three 
man external review com 
miftee to handle public griev¬ 
ances about treatment bv the 
RCMP. 

The committee would 
make recommendations to 
the RCMP commissioner on 
Nome grievances, serious dis 
cipline cases and orders for 
demotion and discharge, al 
though the commissioner 
would retain the right to 
make the final decision in any 
case. 

The bill incorporates the 
major recommendations of 
the 1976 Marin inquiry into 
RCMP discipline and han¬ 
dling of public complaints, 
which said the system of al 
lowing the force to investi¬ 
gate public complaints 
against itself created an air 
of suspicion. » 

The government has given 
no indication whether this is a 
priority piece of legislation 
which it would want passed 
before calling a general elec¬ 
tion. 

The proposed amendments 


answer many of the Marin 
commission's criticisms of 
the force’s outdated para 
military system of discipline, 
under which a member of the 
force can be imprisoned for 


up to a year for committing a 
major service offence. 

Tfje new bill accepts the

And while Evelyn Hart's biography 
can be dismissed in three short para 
graphs ("born in Toronto. . . grew up in 
London. Ont. .. began her ballet train¬ 
ing at age 14. . made her professional 
debut with the Royal Winnipeg Ballet in 
1976") by all accounts she’s one of the 
dancers to watch. 

At least, that's what the critics were 
saying after her Louise role in Iasi 
Christmas' heavily toured production of 
Nutcracker Suite when circumstance (a 
recuperating soloist) and considerable 
talent pulled her from the corps de ballet 
into the role. Certainly she loved those 
reviews. Was even puzzled by them 
wondering just what had been different 
from her usual dance performance. 
And now she's somewhat intimidated by 
ihem. 

••ITS A STANDARD that's been 
set—I'm not saying 1 won't be able to 
meet it but obviously you have an inse 
cure feeling.” she said in a Friday 
interview resting up for performances 
tonight and again Sunday at the Royal 
And while she was collecting nice notices 
as a soloist, that official status wasn't 
hers until just before this tour which 
began with the mid-western states, goes 
onto the interior after Victoria and w inds 
up for a second season appearance ill 
Vancouver. 

And she's not complaining that it took 


too long. She's a bit dazzled by the 
rapidity of her climb within the com¬ 
pany. But she can explain it. 

"It's a combination of coming to the 
right point of strength and being lucky." 

It isn't until she begins to explain why 
it took until 14 to start ballet (that delay 
still shows with some underdeveloped 
tendons and muscles) that parallels with 
the little girl of the Nutcracker emerge. 
Except her tale isn't so much sugar plum 
fairies as Canadian Gothic. 

HER FATHER was a classical music- 
loving United Church minister in rural 
Ontario. And while there were music- 
lessons there was no money at first for 
dance lessons for a little girl fascinated 
by the frothy costumes of the balle¬ 
rinas glimpsed on television. 

"When I saw what dancing was, 1 
started moving to music,” she recalled, 
adding that the family record collec¬ 
tion got increasingly scratched "by me 
jumping around and bumping the ster¬ 
eo." 

"Actually I wasn’t much of a jumper, 
I was more into dying swans." she said. 

A neighbor who had once danced gave 
her an old pink and blue tutu which 
"hung down to my knees" and "that did 
it”. The die had been cast and the 
dancer was waiting to emerge. 

FANTASY GAVE WAY to ambition 
when she tagged along with her mother 
to a lecture-demonstration given a 
women's club by the National Ballet 
School. 

"They had said to me that dance 


training wasn't required." she recalled. 
She took them at their word when 
applying to the summer school and 
wasn't accepted. By the following year 
with some coaching from “the girl 
down the street" who was already in the 
school and with a staged photograph by 
her brother of her mimicking her 
friend's picture as it once appeared in 
the newspaper, she was accepted into the 
summer school. But that was all. 

It was three years later, when she 
finally got her "big dream” when at 15 
she went off to Toronto's National Bal¬ 
let School with about a year's ballet 
training behind her. She lasted three 
months. 

"THE ADJUSTMENT (to the school) 

1 guess was a lot for me to take emotion¬ 
ally," she now says. She returned to her 
family home, and commuted into Lon 
don for ballet lessons which lasted 
through high school. When the RWB 
played that southwestern Ontario city, 
her teacher took her along to audition for 
their school. She trained in the com¬ 
pany's school before joining the com¬ 
pany in 1976. 

Just how long she will stay with the 
company before giving in to the lure of 
others is hard to tell. For one thing 
she seems fiercely loyal to the company 
that has given her the opportunities. Yet 
she is aware that she is more suited to the 
classics while the RWB repetoire spans 
from them through to the very modern. 

"One day 1 would like to guest artist 
with the National Ballet." she said. But 
the National Ballet has never had a guest 
artist from the RWB.

AirWest facing battle 
for harbor privileges 


AirWest Airlines may be 
ending one war just In time to 
find Itself In another, but the 
man at the top isn't prepared 
to say. 

“You seem to be the guy 
who knows ail about it,” Air¬ 
West president Norm Gold 
snapped Friday night after a 
Colonist reporter asked him 
about his status with the city 
in connection with Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

On Wednesday, as Gold and 
the Teamsters Union were 
putting the finishing touches 
to a back-to-work agreement 
after a five-month strike, 
Victoria Alderman Larry 
Ryan raised the possibility of 
a new opponent for the airline 
—the city. 

Ryan, who is also secretary 
of the Victoria Labor Council, 
said the city had offered a 
new temporary harbor loca¬ 
tion to AirWest only to learn 
that the company was plan¬ 
ning to make it a permanent 
fixture. He said Gold's “priv¬ 
ileged position" in the harbor 
w as finished as far as he was 
concerned, and that he would 
try to get other aldermen 
to support his stand. 

Some of those involved 
viewed this as "pressure tac¬ 
tics" because of what ap¬ 
peared «t the time to be a 
strike without an end. 

But Ryan said he didn't like 
the tactics of AirWest. He 
said the city had generously 
offered temporary quarters 
at the Black Ball Ferry site 
because Black Ball was being 
moved across the harbor to 
the present location of Air¬ 
West. The airline had backed 
off the agreement for tem¬ 
porary lodging without first 
telling the city and was trying 
to establish a permanent 
beachhead, Ryan said. 

Gold, who was unavailable 
for comment Wednesday 
night, told the Colonist Fri¬ 
day: “At this time 1 have 
nothing to say.” 

Mayor Michael Young said 
a resolution to berth AirWest 
and two other airlines at the 
Black Ball site has yet to be 
approved by council. It 
comes before council com¬ 
mittee Tuesday. 

Young said AirWest had 
been told there would be no 
permanency to the arrange¬ 
ment. but had returned later 
with a considerably different 
proposal which would add 
considerably to the number 
of company planes, and 
which didn’t leave any room 
for the other two airlines— 
Westcoast and Cougar. How¬ 
ever. he said he understood 
AirWest had since agreed to 
seek temporary quarters 
with the other two airlines. 

Gold was reluctant to talk 
about the back-to-work 
agreement which he had esti¬ 
mated would take a few days 
to put in place. 

While the long contract 
strike is over and the pickets 
gone, some of the principals 
involved don’t seem in any 
hurry to form a mutual ad 
miration society. 

Wes Anderson, one of the 
main Teamster officials in 
the picture, pointed out that 
items settled were mdstly of 
a “peripheral” natwfe and 
that the two major issues— 
wages and hours of work- 
remained to be settled by ar¬ 
bitration. The back-to-work 
agreement was worked out 
with the help of the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board. 

Referring to Gold's wage 
offer. Anderson said Friday: 
"He's so far out on the wages 
you would have to. build a 
pipeline to reach him." 

Anderson said the Team 
sters had sought wage parity 
with similar sized airlines on 
behalf of the 95 AirWest 
pilots, mechanics and cleri¬ 
cal employees. He said there 


were about 70 left when the 
strike ended. 

"What we got in the back- 
to-work agreement is what 
we had agreed to "i'h weeks 
earlier—exactly the same 
thing,” he said. ' - 

At that time an expected 
agreement fell through at the 
last moment.

Tree-saver bylaw 
doomed—Co u velier 


The axing of Saanich’s proposed bylaw 
designed to control indiscriminate tree cut¬ 
ting has been predicted by Mayor Mel Cou¬ 
velier. 

A watered-down version, the 12th draft of 
the proposed bylaw, was referred two weeks 
ago by aldermen to a newly : appointed en 
vironmental advisory group composed of 
community representatives after council 
decided still more hacking and chopping 
was needed. 

Couvelier told the Cordova Bay Communi¬ 
ty Association he strongly suspected the 
group would arrive at the same decision he 
has—"that no bylaw can accomplish what 
we are trying to do; it must be done by 
education." 

The document, he said, had never been 
discussed seriously by council and "it s 


now become an absurdity. What we have 
done is to prove the impracticability of 
writing such a bylaw. 

“Surely it’s now obvious the issue can't be 
resolved by drafting a bylaw,” he said. 

The proposed bylaw arose innocently 
through the efforts of a municipal employee 
who wanted to see a halt called to the 
needless destruction of vegetation, he re¬ 
called. 

He was concerned about trees being 
stripped from land in what could only be 
described as logging operations on land in 
Saanich, he said. 

The proposed bylaw, designed mainly (o 
curb wholesale tree removal by developers, 
has come under severe attack from some al 
dermen. residents and community groups.

24 ADDITION not audition. An audition Is a matter of 
performing well; there may not be any absolute 
"right” or wrong, as there is in an ADDITION. 

15. HALL not wall. A “wall” is just a comparatively 
vague constructional part; it doesn't denote an actual 
“place,” in a sense suitable to the gist of the clue, as 
satisfactorily as "HALL." 

26. EMPLOYER not employee. While every EMPLOY¬ 
ER will not have the “same” Ideas, every employee 
will not necessarily have any ideas on the subject. 


CLUES DOWN: 

2. CONCERTS not converts. As suggested, religious 
CONCERTS are more some people's meat than 
others’. One may doubt, on the other hand. If actual 
converts are of Interest as such; It is rather that 
certain people are Interested in making converts. 

2. LOAN not load. The clue is better suited to that which 
necessarily can be considered "In terms of responsi¬ 
bility.” Also, since a load Is nothing but a burden 
anyway, the distinction made by the first four words 
of the clue has more point for LOAN. 

I. FISH not fist. The question of the number of bones 
relates to the hand as an anatomical part, rather than 
to the clenched “fist” as such. 

11. SEAT not heat or meat. Apart from the fact that a 
certain number of people are vegetarians, meat is 
more In the nature of a luxury than a "comfort.” 
SEAT is more firmly apt than heat, which is some¬ 
times oppressive. 

12. VAST not past. Even the most extreme eccentric 
“could seem normal enough" at a given time; but a 
man whose eccentricity is past, is now normal. 

H. TAME not take. To “take wild animals" Is not a 
definite thing to do, in the sense of a circus speciality.

NEW YORK — Leslie Den- 
alsfon, who plays the mys¬ 
tery lady known as Karen 
Parker-Peters In "As the 
World Turns," Is anything 
but a mystery In real life. 
She’s an open, lovely, ener¬ 
getic young woman who 
planned on being a ballerina 
since she was a four-year-old 
to<ldler but somehow ended 
up as an actress-singer-danc¬ 
er. 

Leslie’s father took her to 
see “The Nutcracker” when 
she was a tot and In her own 
words, she was "hooked” 
from that day on. Ballet 
classes In San Francisco, and 
later Palo Alto, Calif., where 
her family moved, took prec¬ 
edence over everything else.

John Hearn's 
Collectibles 


A few weeks ago I was ask¬ 
ing for advice on how to pre 
serve old newspapers. There 
were a number of replies In¬ 
cluding one from D. A. Jarvis 
of Dundas, Ont. It involves a 
complicated chemical treat¬ 
ment process which ema¬ 
nates from McMaster Unver- 
sity Document Preservation 
and Restoration section and 
is, therefore, presumably re¬ 
liable. I still have some reser¬ 
vations as to how well It 
would work on something as 
flimsy as an old newspaper 
but it is doubtless good for 
more substantial documents. 
I d be glad to send a copy to 
anyone who sends me a 
stamp. 

We were talking about 
commatellsts — people who 
collect post office cancella¬ 
tions. The Post Office Is now 
offering prizes for designers 
of a special cancellation 
which will be used by the 
National Postal Museum 
when It moves toils new 
premises. Entries must be in 
black and white. The design 
can be any shape up to 
200mm in size for eventual 
reduction to a cancellation to 
fit within the space of a circle 
not more thap 50 mm In diam¬ 
eter. Dates must be Incor¬ 
porated in the design In the 
order of year, month and then 
day — arable numerals being 
used for the day and year, 
and roman numerals for the 
month.

Is the smallest country in it. Witness the day, a half dozen 
3 years ago, when Chatelaine editor Doris Anderson came 
ji- to town for a speaking engagement and took me to lunch. 
3 (Asa chauffeur I was supposed to be taking her, but when 
s Doris Anderson makes up her mind, smart people agree.) 

We talked about Calgary, where Doris grew up and where 
:£ 1 had lived, and lo and behold, It turned out that Doris 
$: Anderson's aunt had been my landlady! 

(And a fine landlady she was, too, ever good-humored 
despite extreme provocation. One night a friend who was 
suffering from a broken engagement drank too much on 
$: an empty stomach, passed out, and had to be put to bed on 
3 the spot. Around three a m. she fell out of bed with a 
38 crash like doomsday. Next morning Mrs. McCubbin — 
¥ who, like all good landladies, lived downstairs — insisted 
:¥ with a perfectly straight face that she'd slept through the 
whole thing.) 

Now Doris Anderson, recently retired and in her 
:¥ mid-fifties, has published her first novel. Anyone who has 
3 observed the complacent puffery of the fashionable 
¥ Toronto scene these days will fear the worst. But this 
3 novel is rooted, like Doris Anderson herself, In basic 
3:| values and common sense. Two Women has already been 
3 labelled “women's trash” and “a non-novel" by the 
Toronto pundits. But the real truth is not so simple. 

Two Women has a beautiful doll wife (Hilary) and a 
3 single-parent feminist (Julia) as its main protagonists, 
j:j but it is really a whole gallery of women characters, not a 
3 portrait of only two. Anderson knows women, and though 
3 her magazine editor’s habit of classifying them into types 
may be unfair to Individuals, her general observations 
S ring true. 

Her book spans three generations, from Julia's moth-

er Anna, who “prepared her daughter to expect little of 
life and to endure everything as cheerfully as possible," 
to Hilary's daughter Linda, who works in a "hostel for 
derelict women.” Not surprisingly, Anderson is much 
interested in the moulding of the female mind, and she 
uses Two Women to comparosoclal conditioning by class 
and era. She could have been bam-fistedly preachy, but 
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she Is not. On the subject of women she's lively, Interest- ¥: 
Ing and committed. :£ 

Two Women Is too good to be written off as “just a $ 
women's novel.” Rather, It’s a social novel about women. ¥ 
Anderson's male characters tend to get short shrift. 
There’s a philandering husband, a whining, self-righteous ¥ 
ex-husband, a precious man-about-town, a selfish, bad- :3 
tempered father, a pompous bore of a poet, a weak-kneed 3 
boss and a stupid, unscrupulous colleague, etc. etc. Only ¥ 
Julia’s son, an engaging 15-year-old named Jeff, escapes ¥ 
authorial disapproval. ¥ 

Anderson's lack of patience with her male characters 
is a weakness in the book, for the reader can hardly be 
expected to believe in Julia both as 1) a femme fatale ¥ 
outside office hours, and 2) a put-upon drudge in a man’s 3 
world at work. :>■ 

Two Women has other credibility gaps as well. 
Hilary, the beautiful doll wife, has devoted herself lo her 3 
husband and children, all of whom now reject her. (“She 3 
hadlived her life by one set of rules and then the rules had $ 
changed.”) But Hilary's bewilderment at her situation Is 3 
too much. One would think, to hear Doris Anderson go on, 
that Hilary had lived her entire life as a contemporary 
Toronto hostess without ever having read Chatelaine. 

Some of the plot twists, especially near the end of the 
book, are equally hard to swallow. (There Is one Inspired 
surprise, however, for readers who have had the good 
luck not to read the wrong reviews; l.e., the ones in which 3 
some idiot gets his jollies by giving the plot away.) 

Yet Two Women does have distinction, and It owes it 3 
to Doris Anderson's firm grasp on reality and pithy way 
with a phrase. Describing Hilary, her husband com- 3 
plains, “But it's that Bambl-belng-crucifled look I can't 
stand.” Anna’s sitting-room has a "black panther with 
Ivy growing out of his back” and “a framed flamingo 
hammered out of copper that her mother had won at a 
bazaar." At a dull dinner party, Julia amuses herself by 
mentally undressing ail tbe men. 

Anderson packs more Into Two Women than any book 
2(0 pages long should contain, but as first novels go, It's a 
success. Perhaps next time around, when she has less to 
say, she'll be able to concentrate on saying it better. 

TWO WOMEN, by Doris Anderson. Macmillan. ft.SS. 
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Jack London: The Man and the Legend

It's to be expected, perhaps, that 
biographies of literary figures, notori¬ 
ous for their idiosyncracles, will exag¬ 
gerate their personal, very often tor¬ 
tured lives, at the expense of the 
memorable books they left behind. The 
man behind the writer is seldom, if 
ever, attractive. 

This, again, (as it was with recent 
biographies of Evelyn Waugh, James 
Thurber, John O’Hara, Ring Lardncr, 
Ernest Hemingway and many other 
greats) is a major fault with Andrew 
Sinclair's life of Jack London. One of the 
most enduring figures of American lit¬ 
erature, as enduring, perhaps, as Mark 
Twain, becomes a somewhat pathetic 
personality. All too often this biography 
deals more with London's real and ima¬ 
gined medical problems than with the 
vital prose that is still, more than 100 
years after his birth, compulsive read¬ 
ing. 

Perhaps this was inevitable. London 
was a much more complex man than his 
writings. Sinclair, who has documented 
(he similar agonies of Dylan Thomas, 
can hardly be faulted for his unwitting 
destruction of simplistic legends. 

They are many. The notion, for ex¬ 
ample, that London was an orthodox 
Socialist, still the best-read American 
novelist in the Soviet Union and a favor¬ 
ite of Lenin, Is largely a myth. Jack was 
more of a Nietzschean superman, so 
racist that he often sounds like an early- 
day Nazi, a regular contributor to the 
capitalistic Hearst papers, single-min-. 
dedly after the affluent life and a 
staunch friend of the well-to-do. The 


Socialists unashamedly used him, but 
his views were, at best, confused and 
eventually he left their ranks. A radical 
he was. An articulate constructive So- 
- cialist, no. 

There is the legend, too, that he was 
a man's man, prototype of the Ameri¬ 
can romantic tough. In fact, as Sinclair 
shows, he was much more influenced by 
the women in his chaotic life, his dwarf¬ 
ish mother, Flora Wellman, who bore 
Jack illegitimately (his father was an 
itinerant astrologer), his first wife, the 
homely Bess Maddem, his second, the 
Amazonian Charmian Kitteredge, an 
attractive, athletic companion who was 
loyal to the end, And the not-so-secret 
love of his life, Anna Strunsky. If they 
did not actually shape his character, 
they were clearly crutches for a crip¬ 
pled personality. 

His most durable books concerned 
the Yukon gold rush, a lifelong career 
(hat began when he was 27 with the 
best-sellers, Call of the Wild and While 
Fang. 

Sinclair records that it was the end of 
his hack work. “Overnight,” he notes, 
“he had won a name and now, as he had 
predicted, the magazines wanted him. 
He sent out most of his rejected manu¬ 
scripts, and they were accepted. This 
seemed to prove his point, even If it did 
not help his reputation as a writer of 
quality. He also accepted an offer to 
begin contributing articles to the Hearst 
press, the bugaboo of the Socialists. 


Income was one thing, politics another. 
He insisted on making money in every 
way he could, while keeping the flame of 
his faith to himself.” 

The fact was that London was an 
inept failure in his own brief search for 
northern riches, though he was to mine 
bis experiences for the rest of his life. 

In all, he brought home just M-50 
worth of gold dust which he promptly 
pledged to a pawnbroker In Oakland. 
"He was broken In health and as penni¬ 
less as most of the other Klondike ad¬ 
venturers.” Sinclair observes. "His 
only excuse for his folly was the value of 
the hardship to his character. He must 
make a myth of his experience, present¬ 
ing himself as a frail hero who had 
outlasted the worst of the winter and the 
wild, not a short-winded young man who 
had come home with his tall between his 
legs at the first opportunity.” 

While In many respects he was a 
genuine adventurer and, later, piloted 
The Snark to the South Seas and re¬ 
searched many of his more enduring 
books through personal and frequently 
uncomfortable Involvement, he was a 
total hypochondriac at a time when he 
was writing hit most robust novels. 

Sinclair documents, often relentless¬ 
ly, the alcoholism, dysentry, yaws, 
mental depression and do-it-yourself 
medicine that plagued London’s later 
life. If he didn't have the ailment he 
invented It. That he died, at (0, of a 
self-administered over-dose of drugs

seems only tbe logical ending of a tu¬ 
multuous and undisciplined life. 

Such detail tends to warp the per¬ 
spective of a dedicated writer who, In 
his early days, spent 15 hours a day at 
his typewriter, whose output of Sfrodd 
books have been, as the critics say, 
"uneven", yet 28 of them still remain In 
print, and a writer generally regarded 
as one of the lasting greats of American 
literature. 

Curiously, though he readily admit 
ted the Influence of Rudyard Kipling on 
his own writing, he has been given scant 
credit for his own pioneering, which 
clearly served as an inspiration for 
others to follow. 

“Jack had created the image of the 
heroic macho writer, who lived his fic¬ 
tion and made a fiction of his living,” 
Sinclair acutely notes. “He behaved like 
the Great American Novelist, even if he 
had not written the Great American 
Novel. Those who followed his self-dra¬ 
matizing style of existence and his 
short. Jerky, bald method of writing, 
much as Ernest Hemingway, forget to 
acknowledge the Inventor of the mode." 

Myths and legends continue to grow 
about London, yet one thing is clear He 
was a prodigious producer and a free 
spirit whose Impact remains irreslst- 
awe. 

Perhaps Sinclair says it best: “The 

K radox Is that he had achieved success 
cause he was a born writer, a natural 
myth-maker, and a man of haunted 
dreams and split desires, of unconscious 
ferocity, divine discontent, and some 
genius.”

There Are Some Alternatives to Separation-

About the Gary Geddes and Rick Butler 
books there Is not a great deal to be said. 
Gary Geddes has brought together a rather 
uneven collection of prose and poetry that 
speaks about the central Issue of our confed¬ 
eration. It Is helpful to have these pieces In 
one place because some of them are worth 
re-reading and some enjoyable for the 
discovery since not all of us regularly 
read The Albertan or the Independencer. In 
the case of the latter, the article by John 
Trent Is particulaily good. On the other 
hand, some of the material Is dreadfully 
thin. Three pages and a bit of Walter Gor¬ 
don's hand-wringing about the Inevitable 
seems a waste. So too Rosemary Sullivan's 
modes! note about the failure of universities 
to Canadianlze. It Is old hat now and 
only painful to be reminded of our folly. 


Recorded on Tape 

Rick Butler travelled about Quebec with 
microphone and tape recorder and this book 
is the result. The individual perceptions 
about the crisis of a variety of Quebecers of 
both languages are interesting and amusing 
but one doesn’t know quite what to make of it 
all. It isn't a sample of any useful kind and 
the best one can say about it Is that it does 
provide evidence of a sort that Franco¬ 
phone Quebecers are determined to sur¬ 
vive and will probably have to separate 
to do so. 

Butler doesn't say this in his conclu¬ 
sion but It seems clear from the conver¬ 
sations he records that both the bloody- 
mindedness of the Anglos, and the de¬ 
termination of the French leave room for no 


other solution. In fact, If any British Colum¬ 
bians doubt the proposition, they ought to 
read Butler and learn that these people at 
least are no longer content with the status 
quo. 

The Simeon book is the best of the 
three. I hasten to add that this opinion is 
not a reflection of any propensity for aca¬ 
demic log-rolling. The academics in this 
collection are not writing research papers 
for other scholars, they are instead offering 
essays for the general reader that reflect 
their assessment and Judgment of the pres¬ 
ent situation. 

The book is a slightly more panic-strick¬ 
en sequel to One Country or Two, a collec¬ 
tion of essays on the same subject by many 
of the same hands that was a product of the 
FLQ crisis. The fact that we have reached 
the present impasse may say something 
about the prescience of these professors 
seven years earlier — or that perhaps not 
enough people read them. 

As with most collections of essays, not all 
in this one reach the highest standard and, 
as Simeon points out in the introduction, the

viewpoint ranges from the optimistic to the 
pessimistic. The choice of words is his and It 
sets the tone which Is, briefly, that separa¬ 
tion Is a bad thing. 

But while most of the contributors 
express that view, a good number of them, 
Simeon included, nevertheless set about the 
distasteful business of examining the re¬ 
mains of a Canada without Quebec. Simeon 
surveys several alternative scenarios for 
separation: Charles Pentland explores the 
prospects for association after separation — 
and finds them gloomy, concluding that 
“Quebec would end up weaker and more 
dependent as a sovereign but associated 
state” than ever it was within confederation. 
Another article examines a favorite ques¬ 
tion in the debate — has Quebec a legal right 
to secede? Legally, not without the consent 
of Canada, but then that was the situation 
Ian Smith found himself In some years 
ago. 


Periphery Problems 

Without going through each essay In 
the collection, It Is enough to say that 
the Interested citizen will find between 
the covers of this book an examination 
of most of the major questions that arise In 
the continuing discussion of our fate. 

It is worth noting that the book does 
not Ignore the special Interests of the 
other regions. And that is Important, for too 
often the debate focuses on Quebec and the 
angst of Ontario without considering that 
there are interests on the periphery that 
must be served, and that have perhaps been 
too frequently ignored while the centre tries 
to solve a problem which. In some respects, 


Is not the same problem for the West or 
East. \ 

Ron Burns suggests that while Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Is less than enthusiastic about 
the meddling of the 'feds' In provincial 
affairs, there is no evidence of any strong 
desire to become the 51$t state. He reminds 
us that there Is less official traffic between 
Victoria and Olympia than between our 
capital and Tokyo. Indeed, when Dan Evans 
was governor of Washington state, he was 
much more anxious to forge links than 
either Dave Barrett or Bill Bennett. 


Special Status 


The election of Claude Ryan as lead¬ 
er of Quebec's Liberal party adds a new 
dimension to this subject. Unfortunately 
the federal election will be upon us before 
the significance of his presence on the scene 
Is fully understood. Too many voters will 
assume that being a Liberal he shares the 
views of the prime minister about Quebec 
and confederation, and that between the two 
of them the old country can be saved 
That, however. Is not the case. 

Unlike the prime minister, Ryan Is a 
Quebec nationalist and, unlike the prime 
minister, he supports a position which can 
be loosely described as special status for 
Quebec within confederation. Moreover, 
failing successful negotiations with Ottawa 
to achieve his goals for Quebec, Ryan is as 
likely a candidate to lead Quebec from 
confederation as Rene Levesque. 

It is In compelling Its readers to look 
realistically at our present situation that the 
Simeon book is valuable. Neither the Liber 
als nor the Conservatives have much to say 
of value on the subject beyond the fact that 
both are determined to keep the country 
together. We do not yet know how they 
propose to do this, although one Is compelled 
to assume that they assume Quebec will stay 
and will be a province like the others, 
rejoicing in the many new varieties of 
institution our constitution will spot as 
evidence of Ottawa's almost 'bom again’ 
rediscovery of some old truths about feder 
altsm. 

The trouble with all this is that it 
doesn't honestly confront the reality of 
Quebec departing, and doesn't accept the 
reality of Canada never again being what it 
was when Pierre Elliott Trudeau first made 
known his monomania from the front 
benches of the House of Commons. And 
because no one is thinking of remaking 
Canada because it is simpler to think of 
preserving Canada, the Liberals will sweep 
back to power because most voters will see 
that only Trudeau can save us. The irony is 
delicious because, of course, only Trudeau 
could have brought us to this condition. Few 
men in power have ever displayed the intel¬ 
lectual rigidity he has. 


Just Thin Smile 

Terrified by the thought of taking a 
different stand, one that would amount 
to saying the old Canada is dead, therefore 
let us build a new one, both Joe Clark and Ed 
Broadbent are left with nothing but a Ihin 
smile and the same policy on confederation 
as the Liberals. They might do well to read 
this book and perhaps the Butler one as 
well. It may then be borne In upon them 
that Canada Mk II Is going to emerge 
either with or without their involvement 
While neither will win the election, they will 
at least have the comfort of saying in a year 
or two that they were right and Trudeau was 
w rong because, of course, he really Is. 


'Man Who's Made for History'

Claude Ryan is the new 
leader of the Quebec Liber¬ 
als, and this is the first of 
many books to be written on a 
man w ho seems made for his¬ 
tory. 

Aurelien Lecierc’s book 
came off the printing press on 
March 20. What luck! But It's 
not a quickie. Leclerc picked 
up more biographical Infor¬ 
mation about Ryan than you 
will find anywhere else. 
There is much on Ryan's 
mother, Blandine Dorion, 
who married a ne'er do well, 
Henri-Albert Ryan, who was 
of half-French, half-Irish ori¬ 
gin. The father, prone to 
drink, abandoned the family 
when Claude was about 3. He 
died in I960. 

Claude, despite his name, 
was brought up in an all- 
French environment, but his 
mother had studied at a con¬ 
vent in Ottawa and had learn¬ 
ed good English at the insis¬ 
tence of her own father, a 
real estate broker from La- 
chute. 


The family was poor — on 
welfare part of the time. Yet 
the mother emerges as a pro¬ 
totype of the French-Canadi- 
an woman whose own life Is 
tragic from childhood, who 
can have little to live for In 
her own generation, but who 
lives fiercely for her chil¬ 
dren. She believes in her fam¬ 
ily. her religion, in self-sacri¬ 
fice, in uncompromising 
uprightness. When the boys 
in the neighborhood pick on 
her three sons she heads 
down to the police station and 
has them escorted to school 
for a week by the law. 

Claude is described by Le¬ 
clerc as a child who skips 
several grades at school, who 
knows all the answers effort¬ 
lessly, who is independent- 
minded and loves to argue 
with his teachers. On arrival 
at school each morning the 
first thing he did. to the an¬ 
noyance of his teachers, was 
read Le Devoir. 

The psychological portrait 
of Ryan as a man depends 
mostly In his writings. All his 
life, it seems, Ryan was look¬ 


ing at the world around him 
and trying to make sense of it 
on paper. 

After graduation from col¬ 
lege, Ryan worked for the 
bishops heading up the lay 
Catholic Action movement, 
from 1945 until he left to be¬ 
come an editorial writer for 
Le Devoir in 1(62. Much of his 
work was writing, giving ad¬ 
vice to people in the move¬ 
ment on how to adapt Chris¬ 
tian spirituality to their 
everyday lives.

Leclerc stresses the influ¬ 
ence on Ryan of the British 
Catholic humanist, John 
Henry Newman, whose books 
were Ryan’s favorite bed¬ 
time reading, according to 
Leclerc. He attributes to 
Newman’s influence Ryan's 
suspicious attitude towards 
French-Canadlan national¬ 
ism and Ryan's giving 
greater Importance to free¬ 
dom and to the individual 
than to the nation. Ryan, he 
says, “adheres to the values 
of Anglo-Saxon 19th century 
liberalism, which will lead 
him to the rejection of Que¬ 
bec nationalism of an Inde- 
pendentist character.” 

Claude Ryan, that big, 
awkward figure, does not get 
up off the page and walk. 
Leclerc lacks the gift of the 
novelist and he has not suc¬ 
ceeded in bringing together 
into a whole man — seen in 
proportion against the back¬ 
ground of his time — all 
the descriptive mass of detail 
he has collected. But he has 
done a valuable and intelli¬ 
gent job of fact-gathering. 

Anyone wanting to form a 
personal opinion about 
Claude Ryan could not do 
better than to start by read¬ 
ing this book.

L’HOMME DU DEVOIR, by Aurelien Leclerc. Les Edi¬ 
tions Quine, tt.4*. 
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Nothing Is more delicious than plea¬ 
surable anticipation, but regretfully 
what we anticipate seldom occurs. What 
generally happens Is what we least ex- 

C ct. Relating this truism to reading I 
ve learned the wisdom of not expect¬ 
ing too much from any book I pick up. In 
this way disappointment Is lessened, 
and If one Is unexpectedly gratified 
pleasure is heightened. 

I certainly didn't expect very much 
when I opened The Human Situation, a 
collection of essays by the late Aldous 
Huxley, delivered In the form of lec¬ 
tures at the University of California at 
Santa Barbara way back In 1999. 

Huxley, as we know from Sybltle 
Bedford's biography, was exceedingly 
generous with his time and money and, 
despite his vast output and great suc¬ 
cess, was consequently perennlaly 
hard-up and eager to turn everything be 
wrote Into hard cash as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. So why have these essays been 
gathering dust for 11 years? 

The possible explanation Is that Hux¬ 
ley realised that he was delivering to his 
student audience a general summing-up 
of his philosophy, thoughts previously 
expressed in books and articles, and 
therefore unacceptable to those who 
were accustomed to expecting and re¬ 
ceiving original views from him. ■ 
WWW 

As it happens, these essays have not 
only stood the test of time, they are If 
anything more pertinent today than 
they must have seemed to his Santa 
Barbara audiences because they con¬ 
tain fundamental truths which to a 1959 
audience may well have been regarded 
as Irrelevant to the times. 

I don’t know who first realized the 
value of publishing these lectures now, 
but I suspect It was Dr. Piero Ferruccl 
of the University of Florence, who has 
edited them, and who happens to be the 
nephew of Huxley's widow, Laura Ar¬ 
chers Anyway, whoever made the deci¬ 
sion deserves our thanks. 

Because Aldous Huxley wrote so pro- 
llfically about so many things he did not, 
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After nineteen years, 

Huxley essays have the ring of truth 


I think, receive during his lifetime the 
recognition that was his due. For some 
reason a prophet — and Huxley waa a 
prophet — who descends the mountain 
at rare intervals with his tablets la 
taken more seriously than one who lives 
on the plains and is seen to use his chisel 
frequently. Wisdom, as Toynbee and 
Russell learned to their cost, is more 
highly prized when rationed. 

The Santa Barbara lectures were 
remarkable for their breadth of scholar¬ 
ship and vision. Huxley’s theme was 
man’s relationship with his planet and 
he raised questions which have become, 
as he foresaw, crucial to the survival of 
civilization. 

He began the series with the biologi¬ 
cal foundations — the state of the plan¬ 
et, population, heredity in relation to en¬ 
vironment. Then he went on to what he 
called the great determiner of modern 
civilization — technique in every field of 
human activity and Its effects on the 
social and political order. Finally, he 
passed to the Individual and his poten¬ 
tialities, and what we might perhaps do 
about their realization. 

It was an Impossibly large project, 
and Huxley realized this, but it la clear 
that he believed it worth undertaking 
even Inadequately as an antidote to 
academic specialization and fragmen¬ 
tation. A little learning la a dangerous 
thing but, he stressed, a great deal of 
highly specialized learning may be 
sometimes even more dangerous. 

The first lecture dealt with education 
In general. Huxley held that co-ordina¬ 
tion of science and the humanities by 
means of an historical approach Is not 
enough. He called for an approach In 


terms of fundamental human problems, 
the bringing together of Information 
from many completely isolated disci¬ 
plines In order to create a thoroughly 
Integrated form of education. 

His student audience, all trained to 
believe they must specialize or go 
under, and all subjected to the absolute¬ 
ly catastrophic vocabulary of textbooks, 
must have been puzzled, and any pro¬ 
fessor listening In probably scoffed at 
such Idealism. 


What Huxley did subsequently prob¬ 
ably couldn't have been accomplished 
by any other modem man of letters. He 
proceeded, hi lecture after lecture, to 
prove that what he pleaded for was 
eminently possible by displaying his 
sstonlshlng Intellectual range, his pro¬ 
found knowledge of literature, science 
and philosophy In a virtuoso perfor¬ 
mance that showed the extraordinary 
clarity and penetration of his thinking. 

As a man way ahead of his time, he 
expressed concern with the social, eco¬ 
nomic and ecological problems that are 
now facing mankind. He raised the 
alarm about the deterioration of our 
environment and emphasized the Inti¬ 
macy of the connection between man 
and nature, and between mind and 
body. 

To make his points he ranged far and 
wide, discussing among other subjects 
religion, mysticism, eugenics, personal 
freedom, the nature of art, of language, 
of Imagination, and the unconscious (be 
was deeply and constructively critical 
of Freud and Jung). And In every In¬ 
stance he Illuminated the subject and 
suggested new approaches and altema 
tlve solutions.

The lectures must have been highly 
stimulating, for Huxley had a wonderful 
platform presence — his voice had an 
almost mesmeric quality, and he pos¬ 
sessed charm, modesty and a deep sin¬ 
cerity. But it is difficult to retain what 
you hear at a lecture, and for that 
reason alone this book is welcome, for it 
permits one to read, and read again, 
wisdom that reveals one's own Intellec¬ 
tual Inadequacies, but which compels 
one to seek greater knowledge. 

Hie essays do not supply the com¬ 
plete answer to anything. They weren't 
meant to. They expose one to the mind 
of a man of profound learning. In the 
way that Bacon's eaaays, Shakespeare's 
plays, and the works of the greater 
poets cause one to delve deeper Into 
oneself, so the much under-rated Hux¬ 
ley had the capacity to Impart to his 
listeners and readers a wish to emulate 
him to viewing all learning as a contin¬ 
uous and exciting Intellectual quest. 

Nowhere in bis writings is this more 
apparent than In The Human Situation. 
because be covers so much ground and 
because be so obviously enjoyed the 
challenge of condensing the eternal 
verities In the hope of handing on the 
torch to young, receptive minds. 

He was a realistic idealist, an excep¬ 
tional being in this cynical, tormented 
world ruled by the small-minded spe¬ 
cialists he so rightly deplored. 

In conclusion, I must ask you to 
remember that these essays were de- 
slnged specifically to provoke young 
people Into seeking knowledge in all 
fields to gain an Integrated education. 
Huxley was merely opening windows, 
pointing the way, whetting (he appetite, 
for only by seeking knowledge for Its 
own sake, and then learning to apply it, 
ran a depth of understanding be at¬ 
tained. For that very reason I found The 
Human Situation stimulating. For the 
same reason some may well find It 
tantalizing.

Borges: Mesmeric Tales by the Master 


Jorge Luis Borges is one of 
the most remarkable writers 
of our time — and one of the 
most difficult to categorize. 
For, like every really great 
creator, this unrelentingly in¬ 
trospective Argentinian is at 
once unique and protean: a 
universe to himself, an entire 
Inexhaustible Library of 
Babel bound up In the com¬ 
pass of a few slender vol¬ 
umes. 

Almost alone among 
today's master prosifiers, 
Borges is a miniaturist pure 
and simple; he has yet to 
write a story that occupies 
more than a couple of dozen 

f iages. And yet, paradoxical- 
y, he is obsessed with the 
Interminable and the Infinite 
— two favorite themes to 
which no other writer has 
done fuller justice than he 
hat, to those vertiginously In¬ 
folding literary labyrinths he 
delights In spinning. 

This Is the metaphysical 


Borges — by no means the 
only one of his several liter¬ 
ary faces, but certainly the 
most distinctive and the one 
for which he Is best known 
outside his own country. The 
closest equivalent I can think 
of in any other medium Is the 
Dutch engraver M. C. 
Escher, with his intricately 
disorienting optical phanta¬ 
sies. Borges' metaphysical 
fictions and brief parables 
are equally ambiguous and 
unsettling, and similarly 
mesmeric to their abiding 
fascination. 

The vast majority of these 
remarkable creations were 
produced between 1935 and 
1953, when grownlng blind¬ 
ness compelled Borges to for¬ 
sake fiction for poetry and 
short parables. And when, at 
last, he returned to the short 
story to his 1970 volume, Doc¬ 
tor Brodie's Report, It was to 
a different kind of Action — 
stark, anecdotal, and at least

superAclalty naturalistic — 
technically every bit as mas¬ 
terful as his earlier works, 
but for me at least distinctly 
less compelling. 

His new collection, The 
Book of Sand, represents 
something of a compromise 
between these two contrast¬ 
ing modes. Here, ably ren¬ 
dered Into English by their 
author's favored translator, 
Norman Thomas dl Giovanni, 
are 13 recent tales — all quin¬ 
tessential^ Borgesian, and 
almost all more or less fan¬ 
tastical and metaphysical to 
orientation. "Blind man's ex¬ 
ercises,” Borges himself 
calls them: a few “variations 
on favorite themes," the In¬ 
trospective muslngs of an old 
man In a Buenos Aires sub¬ 
urb. 

They are, of course, a great 
deal more than merely that. 
For their craftsmanship, as 
usual, Is meticulous; and 
their themes, characteristi¬ 
cally, are profoundly, even 
archetypally, suggestive. 
Here, for instance, U a hook 
with an InAnite number of 


pages, and here a miraculous 
coin with only one side; here 
an old man's encounter with 
his callow young alter ego, 
and here a love-affair that 
literally overreaches the 
bonds of time; here a secret 
sect of unspeakably heretical 
true believers, and here a 
Word of words which has a 
transcendent power over Its 
speakers. How deeply and 
reassuringly Borgesian are 
such conceits) 

And yet, on the whole, the 
treatment he gives them Is 
starkly restrained — much 
closer to the deceptively 
plain naturllsm of Doctor 
Brodie's Report than to the 
Intricately mannered sur¬ 
faces of Borges’ earlier 
metaphysical exercises, 
which he himself has chosen 
to label "baroque.” (Aa In¬ 
deed they are; but only to the 
sense that the music of Bach 
or Vivaldi is baroque, being 
at once elaborately measured 
and mathematically pre¬ 
cise.) 

The blend Is one their au¬ 
thor seems to And exception¬ 
ally satisfying; but for me, 
alas, It proves subtly disap¬ 
pointing. Not that any of 
these tales are lacking in 


meticulous craftsmanship — 
but alongside their predeces¬ 
sors they strike me as some¬ 
what thin. To me, the “ba- - 
roque" quality of Borges' 
earlier style was an essential 
element In Its fascination. Im¬ 
buing his fantasies with a 
kind of hallucinatory sub¬ 
stance. In Its absence, they 
seem somehow short a di¬ 
mension, and are no longer as 
hauntlngly compelling as 
their precursors. 

In all fairness, It should be 
noted that Borges himself 
thinks otherwise, even going 
so far as to assert that one of 
the stories here, "The Con¬ 
gress," is the single work of 
Action by which he would 
most like to be remembered. 
So no admirer should allow 
himself to be deterred from 
sampling The Book of Sand 
by my own, perhaps purely 
personal, critical qualms. 

But If you are a newcomer 
to the fabled world of Borges, 

I would suggest that you start 
elsewhere — perhaps with 
that deAnitlve collection, The 
Aleph and Other Stories. For 
at his best be la to a class by 
himself, a writer of supreme 
accomplishments to a genre 
of his own making.
